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Iran says 

it has three 
Americans 
in custody

SULAYMANITYAH, Iraq — Irani- 
an state TV confirmed Saturday that 
Tehran has detained three Americans 
after they crossed the border from 
northern Iraq. 

The Kurdish regional government’s 
envoy to Washington, Qubad Talabani, 
told The Associated Press the three 
were tourists and had mistakenly 
crossed into Iranian territory Friday 
while hiking in a mountainous area 
near the town of Ahmed Awaa.

The report said the Americans were 
arrested after they failed to heed warn- 
ings from Iranian border guards. 

State Department spokesman Rob- 
ert Wood said Saturday that Washing- 
ton had asked the Swiss, who represent 
U.S. interests in Tehran, “to confirm 
these reports with Iranian authorities 
and, if true, to seek consular access” to 
the detained Americans. 

Iraq’s self-ruled Kurdish region has 
been relatively free of the violence that 
plagues the rest of Iraq. Foreigners 
often feel freer to move around without 
security guards in the area, and tour- 
ists have been known to visit the scenic 
area.

BAGHDAD — Turki Atiah Thamer 
and Mohrfakh Ali Namdar rolled through 
Khadamiyah to inspect checkpoints in 
the well-worn Chevy pickup that is the 
trademark vehicle of the Iraqi National 
Police force, wagging an AK-47 out the 
window while waving traffic to pass. 

On the bustling streets of this Baghdad 
neighborhood, there’s no body armor, no 
hulking, blast-resistant trucks — and no 
American soldiers in sight. 

“Traqis are taking over,” Thamer said. 
“The people appreciate that.”

U.S. troops have become a sort of noc- 
turnal curiosity in Iraq’s cities, rarely 
seen except for the occasional camou- 
flage mushroom of a helmet peeking out 
of a gunner’s hatch during a pre-dawn 
convoy. For a month now, since the June 
30 pullback of American troops from 
urban areas to their bases, such convoys 
have been sharply restricted, operating 
only late at night and early in the morn- 
ing — and then only with Iraqi approval. 

When they do roll, the Americans 
draw puzzled looks from local residents 
and the occasional unfriendly greeting 
from their Iraqi counterparts. 

In Khadamiyah, both a commercial

and Shiite religious center, the differ- 
ences from a few weeks ago are strik- 
ing. Before June 30, Humvees and large 
armored trucks known as MRAPs ruled 
the roads and soldiers on foot patrol were 
a common sight. Under the new rules, 
U.S. combat soldiers can patrol if their 
Iraqi counterparts request it — but it 
hasn’t happened. 

At the few U.S. bases that are still open 
around urban areas, such as Khadami- 
yah’s Forward Operating Base Justice, 
gyms are busy, chow halls are packed, 
and soldiers are getting in extra reading 
and video-game playing.

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Patrols: Some Iraqi forces doubt capability

Most of the action for Americans now takes 
place behind closed doors, in front of banks 
of computers and television screens receiving 
feeds from cameras and unmanned drones, 
technologies the Iraqis still largely lack. 

“We're still on QRF, ready if they need us,” 
said U.S. Army Capt. Carl Quinlin, referring 
to the so-called quick reaction forces designed 
to back up Iraqi units in trouble. “But mostly 
we do a lot of training.” 

The virtual disappearance of Americans 
from the streets has given the Iraqi security 
forces a new swagger. 

“We would like to assure the Iraqi people 
and our friends that our security forces are 
now ready and now have the capacity in plan- 
ning and executing operations in the cities 
without the help of U.S. combat forces,” Iraqi 
Lt. Gen. Ali Gheidan Majeed said at a recent 
news conference. 

“Now we don’t need the American forces,” 
he added, “not just in Baghdad, but even in the 
provinces.” 

For ordinary Iraqis, the change has seemed 
to bring them closer to a sense of normalcy, 
though a string of recent bombings across 
Baghdad was the latest reminder that the 
nation still roils with instability beneath the 
surface. 

Driving is a lot easier, for example. The se- 
vere gridlock once caused when slow-moving 
American convoys backed up cars for miles 
was a universally bitter Iraqi complaint. On 
top of all their other worries, Iraqis often 
couldn’t make it to work on time or drive to 
the market to shop. 

Now, said Thamer, “you can see it’s not like 
when the coalition patrolled with all the traf- 
fic backed up.” 

Still, some Iraqis worry that a simmering 
insurgency, plus threats from Iran and Syria, 
will prove too much for the country’s inexpe- 
rienced military to handle. 

“The Iraqi forces are not ready and they

don’t have the equipment to defend the coun- 
try themselves,” said National Police officer 
Muhammad al-Shweli. 

Since June 30, there have been countless 
disagreements between Iraqi officials and 
American commanders over what the new 
patrol rules mean. In restive Diyala province, 
all U.S. troop movements were halted by an 
order from the Iraqi government shortly after 
the deadline, sparking vigorous talks between 
U.S. and Iraqi commanders and Iraqi govern- 
ment leaders. 

U.S. convoys are still regularly stopped at 
checkpoints in Baghdad, sometimes resulting 


in tense standoffs, though such incidents are 
becoming less frequent, according to U.S. sol- 
diers operating in the capital. 

“The rules are so vague they can be read 
any way you want,” said U.S. Army Lt. Col. 
Drake Jackson, who works closely with Iraqi 
National Police in Khadamiyah. 

But U.S. and Iraqi commanders downplay 
such incidents. 

“Inside the cities, all the American move- 
ment is under coordination with the Iraqi 
security forces and there is no problem,” Ma- 
jeed said at a recent news conference.

A senior security official in Su- 
laymaniyah, near the Iranian bor- 
der, said that the three were last 
heard from after they contacted 
a friend saying they had entered 
Iran by mistake and troops sur- 
rounded them. There has been no 
contact with them since, he said. 

The official, who asked not to be 
named because he was not autho- 
rized to speak to the media, said 
the friend they had contacted, the 
fourth member of their group, 


was feeling sick and had stayed 
behind in Sulaymaniyah. No other 
details were available. 

The Iranian state TV report 
claimed the four Americans were 
together when they crossed the 
border, but “only one returned 
(to Iraq), while the three were 
arrested.” 

The discrepancy could not im- 
mediately be reconciled. 

According to the security offi- 
cial, the missing Americans were 
tourists hiking near Halabja and 
Ahmed Awaa.

The four had traveled to Tur- 
key, then entered the Kurdish 
region Tuesday through the Ibra- 
him Al-Khalil border point in 
Zakho, the official said. They vis- 
ited the Kurdish cities of Irbil and 
Sulaymaniyah on Wednesday. 
The next day, three of them took 
a taxi to Ahmed Awaa where they 
told their companion that they 
planned to stay at a nearby resort, 
the official said. 

The mountainous border area is 
a popular hiking destination and 
well-known for its thick growth of 


pistachio trees. 

Kurdish officials said U.S. he- 
licopters and Humvees deployed 
to the nearby city of Halabja to 
search for the Americans after 
they were reported missing on 
Friday but left after it was deter- 
mined they had been seized by 
the Iranians. 

Halabja, 150 miles northeast of 
Baghdad, was the site of a chemi- 
cal weapons attack ordered by 
Saddam Hussein in 1988 as part 
of a scorched-earth campaign to 
crush a Kurdish rebellion.

Military aid group rules lock out providing help across services

MISAWA AIR BASE, Japan — 
When members of different U.S. 
military branches are stationed 
together, the “color of money” can 
make a difference between the 
types of support programs avail- 
able for each. 

That’s because some base pro- 
grams are funded by nonprofit aid 
organizations — the Navy-Marine 
Corps Relief Society, Army Emer- 
gency Relief and the Air Force 
Aid Society — and each organiza- 
tion raises money through annual 
donation programs and follows 
strict charters which specify that 
they can spend money supporting 
only their own personnel. 

The Navy-Marine Corps Relief 
Society and Army Emergency 
Relief focus on need-based assis- 
tance, including emergency medi- 
cal care, funeral expenses and 
educational needs. The Air Force 
Aid Society provides that same 
assistance but has added commu- 
nity programs, which is causing 
some friction at joint bases.

The Air Force released a trove 
of photos and documents late Fri- 
day related to the Air Force One 
photo shoot that sent residents of 
New York City into a state of panic 
in April. 

In response to a Freedom of 
Information Act request, the Air 
Force supplied 145 additional 
photos — one had previously been 
released — and more than 1,000 
pages of documents. Included 
are a series of e-mails showing 
the military underestimated the 
uproar the flight would cause, 
and various Defense Department 
agencies scrambling in the hours 
afterward to assess the situation, 
as well as avoid and assign blame. 

“All has been coordinated,” 
George Mulligan, deputy director 
of the White House Military Of- 
fice, wrote in an April 24 e-mail to 
director Louis Caldera. 

“Will probably receive some 
local press, but WH _ (White 
House) shouldn’t catch any ques- 


Officials say it’s risen to the 
level of inspectors general com- 
plaints, but that the reality is the 
aid organizations must act within 
their charters. 

Essie Whitworth-Nurse, the 
director of the Airman and Fam- 
ily Readiness Center at Misawa, 
hears complaints about who gets 
access to what programs on a 
pretty “regular basis” and has 
heard it at other duty stations. Her 
office runs the Air Force Aid So- 
ciety functions at Misawa, where 
the Air Force hosts Naval Air 
Facility Misawa, a community of 
more than 600 sailors and family 
members. 

Kourtney Ray, a Navy spouse 
at Misawa, said she is frustrated 
by the rules. Her husband is de- 
ployed to Iraq, but she cannot 
use the programs her Air Force 
neighbors use when their spouses 
are deployed. 

“Tt’s not fair. ... If this is a tri- 
forces base, they need to have” 
funding to assist Navy and Army 
spouses, too, Ray said during a 
phone interview. “My son’s father 
is gone just like some of these Air 


Force daddies.” 

Specifically, Ray can’t use a 
free child-care program called 
“Give Parents a Break,” and she’s 
been turned away twice from at- 
tending the “Family Deployed 
Movie” at the base theater. And 
like every other Navy family, she 
wasn’t allowed to use free day 
care provided to Air Force fami- 
lies during their in-processing. 

“Tt’s just been frustrating here,” 
she said. “I know people’s hands 
are tied on this level, but maybe 
if someone higher up the chain” 
was aware of it, a change could be 
made. 

While senior members at the 
three aid organizations’ head- 
quarters — all located in northern 
Virginia near Washington — said 
they are aware of the situation, 
change is not on the way. 

Andrew Cohen, deputy direc- 
tor for finance and treasurer of 
the Army Emergency Relief, said 
during a phone interview that it 
wouldn’t be appropriate to take 
Army Emergency Relief dona- 
tions and support blanket funding 
for those types of programs.

tions about it.” 

On the morning of April 27, a 
backup Air Force One plane ac- 
companied by two F-16 jets flew 
low over parts of Manhattan, 
providing an opportunity to snap 
photos that might later be used for 
promotional purposes. 

On the ground, citizens pan- 
icked as the scene reminded them 
a little too much of the Sept. 11, 
2001, terrorist attacks on the city. 
By the early afternoon, the mili- 
tary was trying to assess the situa- 
tion and minimize the hit. 

“This is not our job jar,” one Air 
Force official wrote in an e-mail. 

“T agree we (the AF & Capitol 
Hill) need to accomplish damage 
control, but we aren’t the POC nor 
do I want to become a belly button 


for NORAD to push on this one.” 

By late afternoon, the White 
House had issued an apology, with 
Caldera accepting responsibility 
for the flight. 

However, the White House and 
the Pentagon spent weeks on the 
defensive. 

In addition to the public uproar, 
New York Mayor Michael Bloom- 
berg said he had been unaware of 
the plans and was “furious.” 

The next day, Sen. John McCain 
fired off a letter to Defense Secre- 
tary Robert Gates, calling the mis- 
sion “a fundamentally unsound 
exercise in military judgment.” 

On May 9, Caldera turned in his 
resignation in a letter to President 
Barack Obama, saying the inci- 
dent had become a “distraction.” 


The aid societies meet and look 
at what the other ones are doing, 
he said. And they have created 
similar programs. 

“There’s nothing wrong with 
mimicking a best practice when it 
services your needs,” he said. 

But, he stressed that “provid- 
ing blanket programs that are not 
need-based is something we don’t 
want to do.” 

John Alexander, vice president 
and chief communications officer 
of the Navy-Marine Corps Relief 
Society, said that “right now ... 
we’re not going to be expanding 
our support beyond the current 
constraints of our policies.” 

His society “categorizes child 
care in preparation for a PCS 
move, or a parent’s night out, as 
more of a want than a need,” he 
said during a phone interview. 
“It’s not to say [those programs] 
aren't valuable ... but we don’t 
have plans to adopt what the Air 
Force does now.” 

Instead, Alexander said, the 
focus is on the injured troops re- 
turning from combat. 

Jim Delaney, the Air Force Aid 


Society chief operating officer, 
said in an e-mail response to Stars 
and Stripes that his society spent 
the early 1990s working on child 
care initiatives and deployment 
support programs. The organiza- 
tion amended its charter to add 
“community enhancements” as a 
third major program area. 

“Tt’s very important to note that 
what we do should never be con- 
strued as an ‘entitlement’ by non- 
Air Force spouses,” he said. “We 
are not depriving them of servic- 
es. We are simply adhering to our 
charter which has us spending 
our funds on Air Force members 
and families only.” 

Navy Capt. James Haugen, 
commanding officer of Naval Air 
Facility Misawa, said he’s aware 
of the issue, and it’s something 
that pops up regularly. 

“Tt’s an education shortfall on 
our side,” he said, adding that the 
Navy must continue to explain to 
its incoming family members why 
they can’t use those particular 
programs. 
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Residents sue over land use 


Residents near Marine Corps Air Station Iwakuni, Japan, filed 
a lawsuit against the Japanese government Friday in hopes of 
blocking future development of U.S. military housing, plaintiffs 
said. The suit claims the government illegally canceled permis- 
sion for a prefecture-run housing corporation to develop the 
Atago Mountain area of Iwakuni city, a move that opens up the 
possibility of the 250 acres being sold for the expansion of family 
housing for the Marine air station, said Jungen Tamura, one of 
the 19 plaintiffs and a local councilman. 

The plaintiffs want the Atago Mountain area to remain in local 
hands and be developed into Japanese civilian housing as was 


planned, he said. 


The suit was filed at Hiroshima District Court against the fed- 
eral Ministry of Land, Infrastructure, Transport and Tourism. A 
planned realignment of U.S. forces calls for doubling the air sta- 
tion’s population from more than 5,000 to about 10,000 by 2014. 


Navy supports sailor career moves to Army 


Sailors being separated under the Navy’s Perform to Serve 
program may have a future in the U.S. Army, a Navy message 


said last week. 


Since 2004, the Defense Department’s Blue to Green initia- 
tive has been giving sailors, airmen and Marines the option of 
continuing active duty with the Army without any break in ser- 
vice, and the Navy message said sailors facing separation can 


consider it as a career option. 


Suggesting the switch to the Army comes on the heels of re- 
newed efforts by the Navy to trim its ranks. 

“We’ve talked with quite a few sailors interested in transfer- 
ring to the Army,” said Sgt. 1st Class Christian Donzello, an 
Army recruiter on Okinawa. “For whatever reason, they weren’t 
able to finish their time in the Navy, and they just want to retire 


from the military in some way.”

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Guam utility costs likely to surpass budget

TOKYO — The cost of utility 
improvements on Guam is likely 
to exceed the amount the Japa- 
nese government has pledged for 
infrastructure needs to support 
the influx of U.S. servicemem- 
bers to the island, according to a 
congressional report released last 
week. 

Japan has pledged billions of 
dollars toward the military build- 
up on Guam, which is to include 
moving 8,000 U.S. Marines and 
their families from Okinawa to 
the U.S. territorial island. 

Of that, $740 million in invest- 
ments and loans is earmarked for 
improvements to Guam’s ailing 
public infrastructure. 

But the real needs of the is- 
land’s infrastructure systems 
for the overall military expan- 
sion — which will include nearly 
40,000 people — may lie between 
$1.35 billion and $1.79 billion, 
according to the report from the 
U.S. Government Accountability 


Office. 

Finding more money is one 
of the many challenges that lie 
ahead for the military as it works 
with Guam officials to prepare 
for the expansion, which will in- 
crease the island’s population by 
22 percent. 

One solution might include 
creating a privately run utility 
corporation, similar to those that 
now build and manage housing in 
return for rental payments from 
the military. It’s unclear at this 
stage how that utility corporation 
might work, who might invest in 
the project and whether the effort 
would require additional federal 
legislation, the report said. 

The overall project is estimated 
at about $10.3 billion and includes 
the additions of the III Marine 
Expeditionary Force from Oki- 
nawa, an Army Air Defense unit, 
and the ability to handle multiple 
three-week visits from aircraft 
carriers each year. The govern- 
ment of Japan, which has agreed 
to support part of the Marines’ 


move, will pay $6.09 billion. 

The massive influx of people 
will require a 31 percent increase 
in power, an 89 percent increase 
in potable water produced by the 
Navy, and 50 percent increase 
in sewage treatment, the report 
said. Those large-scale needs 
are why the military should pro- 
duce a comprehensive utility plan 
to clearly identify needs, fund- 
ing sources and integration of 
utility improvements into other 
construction schedules for the 
buildup, the report said. 

The GAO suggested the military 
submit the utility plan along with 
the overall master plan, which is 
due to Congress in 2010. 

The GAO acknowledged that 
the military cannot submit de- 
tailed plans of the expansion or 
the utility needs until a required 
environmental impact statement 
is completed. That report is also 
due next year. 

At the same time, the congres- 
sional report called on the mili- 
tary to be more transparent in 


its utility plans. It was one of the 
very few points in the report the 
military disagreed with. 

“Ttis not clear what such ‘trans- 
parency’ would entail, or how 
the Department of Defense/Joint 
Guam Program Office could 
provide better ‘transparency,’” 
retired Marine Corps Maj. Gen. 
David Bice, the military’s point 
man on the buildup, said in a let- 
ter that accompanied the report. 

Local officials, too, understand 
that the lengthy process required 
for the environmental impact 
statement has made precise plan- 
ning for the project difficult. 

“The biggest challenge is the 
lack of specificity [regarding] the 
final buildup numbers,” Simon 
Sanchez, chairman of the island’s 
Consolidated Commission on 
Utilities, said in an e-mail Friday 
to Stars and Stripes. 

Still, the island is trying to 
make some moves to prepare for 
the growth, Sanchez and others 
said. 

The commission is working on 


a plan to protect its aquifer, which 
supplies water to most of the is- 
land’s residents and Andersen Air 
Force Base, Sanchez said. The 
local power authority is study- 
ing options for renewable energy 
and has been able to build a 100- 
megawatt reserve into its current 
system, according to Guam Power 
Authority spokesman Art Perez. 

That reserve and current plants 
can produce, at maximum, 552 
megawatts of electricity. For the 
expansion, a production capac- 
ity of as much as 720 megawatts 
will be needed, according to the 
report. 

Currently, Guam sells electric- 
ity to all military bases on the is- 
land, and the hope is the military 
will invest money in the grid to 
continue the relationship, Perez 
said. 

“They are our biggest custom- 
er,” he said during a phone inter- 
view Friday afternoon. “We want 
to keep it that way.” 
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Aeromedical crew 
is the vital link for 
saving burn patients

The badly burned patient had already 
died and been brought back to life by a 
shot of adrenalin and CPR before he was 
carried by stretcher onto a C-17 medi- 
cal evacuation flight from Balad, Iraq, to 
Ramstein, Germany, last month. 

His face, smothered in lotion, was the 
only part of him visible under a clutter of 
bandages, plastic tubes, wires and elec- 
tronic monitors displaying his vital signs. 

For the next five hours, a skilled team of 
medical personnel would work tirelessly 
to keep him alive. 

Burns are relatively rare among person- 
nel serving in Iraq these days, but in eight 
years of war in Iraq and Afghanistan, the 
U.S. military’s primary burn center at 
Brooke Army Medical Center in San An- 
tonio has treated more than 800 patients 
from downrange, including about 120 with 
severe burns. 

On this day, the 23-year-old patient on 
the flight out of Iraq — a civilian whose 
identity was withheld due to military pri- 
vacy rules — suffered his burns in a heli- 
copter crash. 

Keeping a severely burned patient alive 
is a complex process that involves admin- 
istering an array of medications and fluids 
at levels that need to be constantly altered 
to take into account the patient’s changing 
condition. 

As the transport plane taxied down 
the runway, the patient breathed heav- 
ily through a ventilator. The emergency 
physician watching over him was U.S. Air 
Force Capt. Dan Brown, a 33-year-old 
from Vacaville, Calif., who leads one of 
three Critical Care Aeromedical Trans- 
port Teams that escort critically wounded 
patients on flights out of Iraq. 

The man whose life was in Brown’s 
hands had burns covering 70 percent of 
his body. In such cases, even with the best 
medical care, victims have only a 10 per- 
cent chance of survival, Brown said, as he 
checked vital signs. 

Despite their patient’s grave condition, 
the critical care team members main-

tained a positive attitude, smiling and ban- 
tering as they performed their duties. 

“When you are just sitting there and 
watching them it’s hard, knowing how in- 
jured they are,” Brown said. 

“Sometimes that can affect you. 
Emergency physicians and nurses get so 
used to doing their jobs and trying to save 
the patient. You don’t have time to think 
about what is happening with them or 
their family.” 

The military has at least one general 
surgeon sub-specialized in burn care in 
Iraq and Afghanistan at any one time. 
That person provides initial treatment to 
serious burn victims that includes wash- 
ing and bandaging burns, isolating the 
patients to prevent infection and keeping 
them warm, since their skin is no longer 
regulating temperature, Brown said. 


Surgeons may place incisions in burn 
victims’ skin, which loses its elasticity, to 
stop it cutting blood flow to their arms and 
legs or restricting their breathing as in- 
jured tissue swells, he said. 

The cream that covered the burned avi- 
ator’s face is called sulfamylon — an anti- 
septic invented by the Army to replace the 
natural barrier lost when skin is burned, 
Brown said. 

The cream prevents infection, hydrates 
remaining skin and stops heat loss. 

The team also used a portable laborato- 
ry to test the patient’s blood each hour for 
a variety of factors and adjusted his medi- 
cation and fluid intake accordingly. 

Working alongside Brown, critical care 
nurse Lt. Col. Belinda Warren, 45, tucked 
a blanket around the patient and inserted 
some of the plastic tubes in pumps taking 


vital fluids to his body. 

“You have to make sure they (burn vic- 
tims) don’t get cold, replace all the fluid 
that they are leaking out while they are 
oozing from the burn and make sure they 
don’t go into hypothermia or get their 
[blood] clotting factors out of whack,” she 
said. 

The Air Force Reserve officer, who 
works as a civilian intensive care nurse in 
Sugar Hill, Ga., said her goal was to make 
the patient comfortable and ensure that he 
wasn’t aware of what was happening. 

As Warren worked, the patient’s heart 
rate monitor hit 150 beats a minute — a 
rate that kept steady for the entire five- 
hour flight. 

“He had just had a big burn. His body 
was in shock,” Warren said of her patient’s 
heart rate. “His heart was trying to circu- 
late more blood. People can’t maintain it 
for a long time, but he was a young guy, 
and if he was an athlete, he could go lon- 
ger,” she said. 

Muscle damage caused by severe burns 
also can result in damage to kidneys and 
heart arrhythmias. To stop that happening 
during the flight, the medics monitored 
pumps that moved fluids into the patient 
to push out the proteins released by mus- 
cle damage and administered calcium, 
insulin, sugar and bicarbonate along with 
painkillers. 

The patient was also suffering from 
inhalational burn injuries. A respiratory 
therapist, Tech. Sgt. Larry Combs, kept a 
close watch on the ventilator. 

The treatment that the patient got on 
the aircraft is normally done in a hospital 
burn center for patients with burns cov- 
ering more than 20 percent of their body 
or in critical areas such as hands, feet or 
face, Brown said. That’s why personnel 
who receive serious burns downrange are 
evacuated as quickly as possible, he said. 
Infection is the biggest risk. 

At Landstuhl, severe burn patients can 
expect to return to the operating room for 
more washout of wounds before they are 
flown to the U.S. for prolonged care. 

In an e-mail from Iraq in late July, 
Brown said this patient “has about a 20 
percent chance of surviving,” which is 
higher than the usual odds. 

Brown was back in Germany on Satur- 
day and followed up on the patient’s status. 
He was told that the patient is doing better 
than expected, given the severe injuries 
he has.

WASHINGTON — Nearly eight years of 
war in Afghanistan and Iraq have left 4,000 
servicemembers killed in combat, more than 
34,000 wounded — and only six considered 
worthy of the nation’s highest military award 
for battlefield valor. 

For some veterans and members of Con- 
gress, that last number simply doesn’t add up. 

They question how so few Medals of Honor 
— all awarded posthumously — could be be- 
stowed for two wars of such magnitude and 
duration. 

Pentagon officials say the nature of war 
has changed. Laser-guided missiles destroy 
enemy positions without putting soldiers 
in harm’s way. Insurgents deploy roadside 
bombs rather than engage in firefights they’re 
certain to lose. 

Yet, those explanations don’t tell the whole 
story, said Rep. Duncan Hunter, R-Calif. 
Hunter sponsored legislation that directs the 
secretary of defense to review current trends 
in awarding the Medal of Honor to determine 
what’s behind the low count. The bill passed 
the House. If Senate negotiators go along, Sec- 
retary Robert Gates would have to report back 
by March 31. 

“Tt seems like our collective standard for 
who gets the Medal of Honor has been raised,” 
said Hunter, a first-term member of Congress 
who served in Iraq and Afghanistan. 

“The basis of warfare is you’ve got to take 
ground and then you’ve got to hold it. That 
takes people walking into houses, running up 
hills, killing bad guys and then staying there 
and rebuffing counterattacks,” he added. 
“That’s how warfare has always been no mat- 
ter how many bombs you drop and how many 
predators you have flying around.” 

Military officials said they welcome the op- 
portunity to conduct an in-depth review of the 
award process. Still, they dispute Hunter’s 
theory. 

“Nominations go through no more or less 
scrutiny than in the past,” said Eileen Lainez, 
a Pentagon spokeswoman. “The standard for 
the Medal of Honor is high, as one would ex- 
pect for our nation’s most prestigious military 
decoration.” 

AMVETS, a veterans’ advocacy group, said 
it supports Hunter’s efforts. It held a banquet 
for Medal of Honor recipients in January, and 
the low number of medals awarded for Iraq 
and Afghanistan was a big topic of discussion, 
said Jay Agg, the group’s communications 
director. 

“They have expressed concern about their 
dwindling numbers and they’re wondering 
why there are so few Medals of Honor being 
awarded for current conflicts,” Agg said. 

The Medal of Honor has been awarded 3,467 
times since the Civil War. Almost half — 1,522 
— were awarded in that conflict alone. The 
next highest tally came from World War IT — 
464. In the Vietnam War, 244 were awarded. 

To be awarded the Medal of Honor, at least 
two eyewitnesses have to view a deed so out-

standing that it clearly distinguishes gallantry 
above and beyond the call of duty. No margin 
of doubt is allowed. Nominations make their 
way through military channels until eventu- 
ally they’re approved at the highest levels of 
the Pentagon and then by the president. 

Jack Jacobs, 64, received the award for 
actions taken in Vietnam when he returned 
again and again under intense fire to rescue 
wounded soldiers. He said the Pentagon’s ex- 
planation for the low Medal of Honor count is 
logical, but he would not rule out other factors 
because of the subjective nature of the award. 

Jacobs, a military analyst at MSNBC, pre- 
dicted the war in Afghanistan will involve 
more of the kind of close combat that leads to 
Medals of Honor being awarded. 

It’s unclear exactly how many soldiers have 
been nominated for the award from the two 
wars. Seven of those nominations have made 
it all the way to the secretary of defense, and 
six were approved. The exception is Sgt. Ra- 
fael Peralta of San Diego. Hunter said the Per- 
alta case shows that a higher standard is being 
used for the medal than in previous wars. 

Peralta died on Nov. 15, 2004, during fierce 
fighting in Fallujah, Iraq. The military’s in- 
vestigation showed he was probably hit by 
friendly fire from a member of his unit as they 
engaged insurgents inside a house. 

Witnesses said Peralta, a Mexican immi- 
grant who became a U.S. citizen while in the 
Marines, fell to the ground face-first after 
being shot in the crossfire. A fleeing insurgent 
threw a hand grenade into the room, which 
bounced off a couch and landed near Peralta’s 
head. 

“Set. Peralta grabbed the grenade and 
pulled it underneath him while we took cover,” 
said an unidentified soldier whose name is re-

Warship named for Marine 


BATH, Maine — The U.S. Marine Corps 
was well represented Saturday as Bath 
Iron Works christened a destroyer bearing 
the name of Cpl. Jason Dunham, a Medal 
of Honor recipient who jumped on a gre- 
nade to save his comrades in 2004 in Iraq. 

His former company commander and 
others from Kilo Company, 3rd Battalion, 
7th Marines, who were there on the day 
Dunham was mortally wounded, were 
present. 

Dunham’s family was there as well. His 
mother, Deb, broke a bottle of champagne 
over the ship’s bow. 

Dunham, of Scio, N.Y., earned the Medal 
of Honor for his actions on April 14, 2004. 
He died eight days after the grenade blast.

dacted as part of the investigative file the mili- 
tary released publicly. 

Peralta’s nomination was sent back for fur- 
ther investigation after a preliminary autopsy 
report stated the head wound would have been 
immediately incapacitating and “he could not 
have executed any meaningful motions.” 

Gates assembled an independent panel to 
review the nomination — something he did 
not do in the other six cases sent his way. The 
reviewers included a former commanding 
general, a Medal of Honor recipient, a neuro- 
surgeon and two pathologists. 

“The reviewers each individually concluded 
that the evidence did not meet the exacting ‘no 
doubt’ standard necessary to support award of 
the MOH,” Gates said in a letter to Hunter. 

Robert Reynolds, a lance corporal at the 
time, was about three to five feet behind Per- 
alta when the grenade exploded. He has no 
doubt that Peralta purposefully attempted to 
place the grenade underneath himself to save 
others. 

“Tt wasn’t just something he barely did. He 
physically reached out and pulled it into his 
body,” said Reynolds, 31, and now a correc- 
tions officer and father of two daughters in 
Ritzville, Wash. 

In the end, Peralta received the Navy Cross, 
the branch’s second-highest honor. Several 
California lawmakers have petitioned Presi- 
dent Barack Obama to order a review of Peral- 
ta’s case. Hunter said he’s also concerned that 
no living soldier from Iraq or Afghanistan has 
earned the Medal of Honor. 

“Having fewer of them is like depleting our 
national treasures,” Hunter said. 

But there are also concerns that meddling 
by Congress could lessen the significance of 
the medal. 

“You don’t want this group here determining 
what’s courageous and what’s not,” Hunter said, 
referring to his fellow federal lawmakers. “You 
want that left up to the military. The problem is 
the military is not stepping up on this.”

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U.S., Britain test new technologies to track combat troops

FORT LEAVENWORTH, Kan. — Brit- 
ish military officials are testing new tech- 
nologies that they say will make operations 
with the United States and other coalition 
partners more efficient and responsive to 
threats. 

More important, British officials say, 
they will be able to give a better account- 
ing of troop locations on the battlefield, 
making for quicker action and avoiding 
friendly-fire incidents. 

Brig. David Cullen, commander of the 
British 12th Mechanized Regiment, said 
last week that closing gaps between Brit- 


ish and American systems is critical, es- 
pecially given the complex operations in 
Afghanistan and Iraq. Combat units need 
to exchange critical information, such as 
the location of improvised explosive devic- 
es, those roadside bombs that have become 
the insurgent’s weapon of choice. 

He said troops must be positioned to 
“move faster in purpose and deed.” 

“We’re up against some very smart peo- 
ple out there,” Cullen said. 

British soldiers were in Kansas for sev- 
eral weeks testing the system as part of the 
Omni Fusion multinational exercise at Fort 
Leavenworth, which also included contin- 
gents from Canada and Australia. The ex- 


ercise, which began July 14, is a five-year 
experiment to test battlefield concepts for 
current and future military operations. 

Brian Hodges, a senior operations re- 
search analyst at Fort Leavenworth, said 
the British used their current military 
applications but integrated them in a new 
way to enhance coalition operations. 

One hurdle is granting security clear- 
ance to networks. Officials say that despite 
fighting as allies as far back as World War 
I, security issues prevent the British from 
plugging into U.S. systems. 

“The national security piece is not a triv- 
ial bit,” said Paul Martin, a former Royal 
Marine and program manager for Nite- 


works, a technology firm developing the 
systems. “We have to have a much clearer 
picture of how to network.” 

In Afghanistan, Cullen said U.S. com- 
manders can see their troops, and the Brit- 
ish theirs. However, communicating each 
other’s troop positions frequently requires 
voice confirmation, which takes time. 

The system will also enable units thou- 
sands of miles apart to train and collabo- 
rate before they deploy. Next year, U.S. and 
British forces will conduct Talon Strike, 
an exercise spanning the Atlantic Ocean. 
British troops will remain at home and be 
linked with Army units, including the 1st 
Infantry and 101st Airborne divisions.

U.S. forces to keep low profile for Afghan vote

KANDAHAR, Afghanistan — 
An Afghan casting a vote in the 
Aug. 20 presidential election will 
not see an American or NATO 
soldier — if all goes according to 
plan. 

Although the number of U.S. 
troops in Afghanistan has swelled 
to 62,000 — more than double this 
time last year — international 
forces plan to keep a low profile 
on election day to avoid any suspi- 
cion that foreigners are trying to 
influence the outcome. 

Instead, Afghans themselves 
will protect the voters, with for- 
eign troops standing by. The Tal- 
iban have urged voters to boycott 
the election, raising fears they 
may attack polling centers to dis- 
rupt the ballot. 

Nevertheless, NATO and U.S. 
commanders are keen to avoid 
any impression that they are or- 
chestrating the process and are 
willing to step aside and let the 
Afghans run the show. 

“We don’t want to put an Amer- 
ican face on elections at all,” said 
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Lt. Col. William Clark, whose 
troops will help maintain security 
in southern Kandahar province. 

As part of the lay-low cam- 
paign, U.S. commanders here in 
the Taliban-infested south say 
they’re holding off on any mas- 
sive new offensives in the area 
until the voting is over. 

The Afghan government de- 
layed the elections by about four 
months in part to allow time for 
more U.S. troops to arrive follow- 
ing President Barack Obama’s 
decision to boost American mili- 
tary strength in Afghanistan and 
push into areas such as Helmand 
province, which had been in the 


grip of the Taliban for years. 

The August ballot will be the 
third time Afghans have gone to 
the polls since the Taliban were 
ousted from power in 2001 and 
the second time they have chosen 
a president. 

As the U.S. presence here has 
grown, so has the belief among 
many Afghans that the Ameri- 
cans determine who wins. 

President Hamid Karzai, who 
was seen as close to former Presi- 
dent George W. Bush, is consid- 
ered the front-runner among the 
38 candidates, but American and 
NATO officials insist they are 
staying neutral. 

To minimize any appearance 
of international meddling, for- 
eign forces will stay at least 200 
yards from voting centers and 
come closer only if Afghan police 
and soldiers ask for help, accord- 
ing to Noor Mohammad Noor, a 
spokesman for the Independent 
Electoral Commission. 

Foreign troops also will not 
transport or guard ballots after 
the vote, unless called on by the 
Afghan government, Noor added. 


Sunni mosque bombed south of Baghdad

BAGHDAD — A bomb hid- 
den inside a toilet struck a Sunni 
mosque south of Baghdad on Sat- 
urday, injuring two people, ac- 
cording to Iraqi police, the latest 
in a wave of attacks against Is- 
lamic sites of worship. 

A series of bombings targeted 
Shiite mosques a day earlier dur- 
ing Friday prayers in Baghdad, 
killing at least 29 people. 

The Sunni Iraqi Islamic Party 
denounced the “blind wave of vio- 


lence” and blamed Iraqi security 
forces for failing to protect the 
people. 

According to police, no one has 
been arrested or charged in any 
of the explosions. 

The al-Sahaba mosque was 
bombed in the pre-dawn hours in 
the town of Jurf al-Sakr, 40 miles 
south of Baghdad, said a police 
official, who spoke on condition of 
anonymity because he wasn’t au- 
thorized to speak to the media. 

Also Saturday, Al-Jazeera tele- 
vision broadcast an audio clip 
purportedly from a former top 


deputy of Saddam Hussein call- 
ing on Sunni insurgents to unite 
under one political umbrella. 

Izzat Ibrahim al-Douri, whose 
whereabouts are unknown, is be- 
lieved to play an important role in 
financing Sunni insurgents and 
has a $10 million bounty on his 
head. 

In the clip, al-Douri said the 
united groups should only nego- 
tiate with the United States after 
it pulls out from Iraq and recog- 
nizes the insurgents as the legiti- 
mate representative of Iraqis.

KABUL — Three U.S. soldiers 
were killed Saturday when road- 
side bombs ripped through their 
patrol in southern Afghanistan, 
while a French soldier died in a 
gunbattle north of the capital, of- 
ficials said. 

The Americans were killed in 
the southern Kandahar province, 
Navy Chief Petty Officer Brian 
Naranjo said. He gave no further 
details on the blasts, pending no- 
tification of the victims’ families. 

Roadside bombs have become 
the militants’ weapon of choice in 
Afghanistan, and the number of 
such attacks has spiked this year 
as thousands of additional Ameri- 
can forces have joined the fight. 

President Barack Obama has 
ordered 21,000 additional troops 
to Afghanistan and expects the 
total number of U.S. forces here 
to reach 68,000 by year’s end. 
That’s double the number of U.S. 
troops that were in Afghanistan 
in 2008 but still half as many as 
are now in Iraq. 

Deaths among U.S. and other 
NATO troops have also soared 
this year. With 74 foreign troops 
killed — including 43 Americans 
— July was the deadliest month 
for international forces since the 
start of the war in 2001. 

Separately, a French soldier was 
killed and two others were wound- 
ed during a clash with insurgents 
north of Kabul, the French mili- 
tary said in a statement. 

The military said the slain cor- 
poral was part of a 230-strong 
joint Afghan and French force 
that came under attack from the 
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Taliban in a valley north of Kabul 
early Saturday. It did not say how 
many insurgents launched the at- 
tack, but said it led to a clash that 
lasted more than one hour and 
two French soldiers were wound- 
ed. There were no reports of Tal- 
iban casualties. 

France has lost 29 soldiers in 
Afghanistan since 2001 and has 
2,900 troops in the country. 

In Paris, a statement from 
President Nicolas Sarkozy’s office 
said he condemned the soldier’s 
killing and “reiterated France’s 
determination to fight, alongside 
the Afghan people, against ob- 
scurantism and terrorism.” 

There are currently 62,000 
U.S. troops and 39,000 allied 
forced in Afghanistan, on top of 
about 175,000 Afghan soldiers 
and police. 

Some NATO countries plan to 
withdraw their troops in the next 
couple of years, even as the U.S. 
ramps up its presence.

Obama hails ‘historic’ 
progress on health vote

WASHINGTON — President 
Barack Obama and congressio- 
nal Democrats are looking ahead 
to a health care showdown on the 
House floor in September follow- 
ing a key committee’s passage of 
sweeping overhaul legislation. 

“This historic step moves us 
closer to health insurance reform 
than we have ever been before,” 
Obama said. 

Republicans on Saturday quick- 
ly blasted the Democrats’ propos- 
als as a “dangerous and costly 
experiment” that will run up the 
federal deficit and overwhelm 
state budgets. 

The 31-28 vote in the House En- 
ergy and Commerce Committee 
late Friday was weeks later than 
either the White House or Demo- 
cratic leaders had hoped. None- 
theless, it was a triumph for them. 

Appealing for passage, Obama 
said in a statement Saturday that 
in the coming weeks “we must 
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build upon the historic consensus 
that has been forged and do the 
hard work necessary to seize this 
unprecedented opportunity for 
the future of our economy and the 
health of our families.” 

The vote came after weeks of 
negotiations finally satisfied con- 
cerns raised by fiscally conserva- 
tive Democrats — only to produce 
a compromise that riled liberals. 

The liberal opposition was qui- 
eted with a last-minute series of 
changes agreed to early Friday 
that included limiting how much 
insurers can raise premiums and 
giving the federal government au- 
thority to negotiate directly with 
drug companies for lower prices 
under Medicare. 

Five Democrats and all commit- 
tee Republicans opposed the bill. 

The measure is designed to ex- 
tend health insurance to millions 
who now lack it, at the same time it 
strives to slow the growth in medi- 
cal costs nationwide. 

While the pace of action was 
slower than party leaders had 
hoped, it was speedier than the 
timetable in the Senate. There, 
Democrats said a Sept. 15 dead- 
line had been imposed on talks 
aimed at producing a bipartisan 
compromise in the Senate Finance 
Committee. 

In the GOP’s weekly radio and 
Internet address, Sen. John Thune 
of South Dakota contended that the 
Democrats’ current proposals do 
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not improve health care because it 
would force millions of Americans 
in employer-based coverage into a 
government-run system.

“It’s an opportunity for the 
president and the vice president, 
senior White House staff and 
Cabinet officials all to get togeth- 
er and talk about the agendas, 
both past and forward,’ Gibbs 
said. 

The dinner Friday and meet- 
ings Saturday were closed to the 
media. 


Gibbs said virtually every 
president since Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower has conducted a similar 
assessment. 

“Tt’s not a mid-course correc- 
tion or a report card,” he said. 
“It’s just an opportunity for ev- 
eryone to get together on hope- 
fully a little bit less hectic pace, 
rather than seeing each other at 
a meeting for 15 or 30 minutes.” 

A likely topic of discussion was 
the economy. 

The Commerce Department 
reported Friday that the econ- 
omy shrank at a pace of just 1 
percent in the second quarter. It 
was a better showing than econ- 
omists expected, and the stron- 
gest sign yet that the longest 
recession since World War II is 
winding down.

Dealers find ‘clunkers could use tuneup

NEW YORK — This was one govern- 
ment stimulus plan that yielded quick re- 
sults. Maybe too quick. 

Far more drivers signed up for the 
“cash for clunkers” program than anyone 
thought, overwhelming showrooms, blow- 
ing through the initial $1 billion set aside 
by Congress and leaving dealers panicked 
over when or if the government would 
make good on the hefty rebates. 

Confusion reigned, even as_ dollars 
flowed into dealerships starved for busi- 
ness for months. 

The government Web site set up to pro-

cess rebates of up to $4,500 per new car 
could not keep up with demand. Washing- 
ton scrambled to come up with more cash 
and sent mixed signals about how the pro- 
gram would unfold. 

“A borderline train wreck,” said Charlie 
Swenson, general manager at Walser Toy- 
ota in Bloomington, Minn. 

In Glen Burnie, Md., Bob Bell, who owns 
Ford, Kia and Hyundai dealerships, said 
his employees were overwhelmed filing 
for reimbursement from the government. 
He compared the program to a military 
operation: “It is a disaster,” Bell said. “We 
met our objective, but the losses were 
terrible.” 


The House voted Friday to replenish the 
program with $2 billion, setting up likely 
Senate action this week. Sen. Carl Levin, 
D-Mich., said the administration assured 
lawmakers that “deals will be honored until 
otherwise noted by the White House.” 

Like a car salesman beckoning from 
the lot, Levin said “people ought to get in 
and buy their cars” while the hot deals 
last. The White House joined in the pitch, 
telling consumers the program is solid 
through “this weekend.” That left unclear 
what happens after that, until more money 
is approved for it. 

The Car Allowance Rebate System of- 
fers owners of old cars and trucks $3,500 
or $4,500 toward a new, more fuel-efficient 


vehicle, in exchange for scrapping their old 
vehicle. Congress last month approved the 
plan to boost auto sales and remove some 
inefficient cars and trucks from the roads. 

It was unclear how many cars had been 
sold under the program on Friday, but the 
number was far higher than anyone had 
expected. About 40,000 vehicle sales were 
done through the program but dealers esti- 
mated they were trying to complete trans- 
actions on an additional 200,000 vehicles, 
said Sen. Debbie Stabenow, D-Mich. 

Federal officials said they have increased 
the capacity of the submission system and 
added staff to work hot lines and process 
voucher applications. 


Hoboken mayor caught up 
in corruption probe resigns

BOSTON — A federal jury on 
Friday ordered a Boston Uni- 
versity graduate student who 
admitted illegally downloading 
and sharing music online to pay 
$675,000 to four record labels. 

Joel Tenenbaum of Providence, 
R.I., admitted in court that he 
downloaded and distributed 30 
songs. The only issue for the jury 
to decide was how much in dam- 
ages to award the record labels. 

Under federal law, the record- 
ing companies were entitled to 
$750 to $30,000 per infringe- 
ment. But the law allows as much 
as $150,000 per track if the jury 
finds the infringements were will- 
ful. The maximum jurors could 
have awarded in Tenenbaum’s 
case was $4.5 million. 

Jurors ordered Tenenbaum 


to pay $22,500 for each incident 
of copyright infringement, ef- 
fectively finding that his actions 
were willful. The attorney for the 
25-year-old student had asked 
the jury earlier Friday to “send 
a message” to the music industry 
by awarding minimal damages. 

Tenenbaum contrasted the 
significance of his fine with the 
maximum. 

“That to me sends a mes- 
sage of ‘We considered your side 
with some legitimacy, ” he said. 
“Four-point-five million dollars 
would have been, ‘We don’t buy it 
at all’ ” 

He added he will file for bank- 
ruptcy if the verdict stands. 

Tenenbaum’s lawyer, Harvard 
Law School professor Charles 
Nesson, said the jury’s verdict 
was not fair. He said he plans to 
appeal the decision.

HOBOKEN, N.J. — Mayor 
Peter Cammarano III resigned 
Friday, one month after taking 
office and a week after vowing to 
fight federal corruption charges 
against him while remaining on 
the job. 

Cammarano, who won a June 
runoff election and was sworn 
in on July 1, was snared July 23 
in a sweeping federal corruption 
probe that resulted in the arrests 
of 44 people, including rabbis and 
public officials. 

The 32-year-old mayor, Hobo- 
ken’s youngest, sent a letter to the 
city clerk on Friday saying his 
resignation was effective at noon. 
City Council President Dawn 
Zimmer entered the city council 
chamber to a standing ovation 
and was sworn in moments later 
as the city’s first female acting 


mayor. 

“I apolo- 
gize to the

Cammarano 
said in his 
resignation 
letter. 

Cammarano, an election-law 
attorney, is accused of accepting

rests. Later Friday, Republican 
Assemblyman Daniel Van Pelt of 
Forked River, became the third 
to step down. 





Pastor says Liberian family misunderstood daughter’s doctor

PHOENIX — Statements made by the 
family of an 8-year-old Liberian girl who 
police say was raped by four boys included 
terrible mistakes that resulted from a lan- 
guage barrier, a pastor said Friday. 

The girl’s father presumed she had not 
been raped after a doctor said she was OK, 


referring to her psychological state, said 
James Nyemah of Africa Faith Expres- 
sions, the family pastor. 

The father, who speaks limited English, 
later told police and child care workers that 
he was ashamed of the girl and didn’t want 
her back out of frustration with hearing a 
doctor say she was OK and investigators 


saying she had been sexually assaulted, 
the pastor said. 

The misunderstanding also led the fam- 
ily to make statements to members of the 
media that nothing had happened to the 
girl, “which would imply they’re denying 
the child was raped,” Nyemah said. 

“Tt’s really not that he does not want his 


daughter,’ Nyemah said. “Regardless of 
all that happened, [the parents] love their 
daughter.” 

Child Protective Services took custody 
of the girl after police said her parents told 
them she had shamed the family and they 
didn’t want her. CPS planned to conduct a 
psychological evaluation on her. 
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Russia sets deal on Kyrgyzstan base plan

CHOLPON-ATA, Kyrgyzstan — Russia 
clinched a tentative deal Saturday allow- 
ing it to establish a second military base in 
Kyrgyzstan, where the United States also 
has an important air base.

Pakistani

ISLAMABAD — Pakistan’s 
Supreme Court has ruled that the 
state of emergency former Presi- 
dent Pervez Musharraf imposed 
in 2007 was unconstitutional and 
declared invalid the appointments 
of judges he made during that 
period. 

The decision Friday could 
lay the groundwork for treason 
charges against the ex-army 
chief, and some fear it could cause 
political turmoil at a time when 
Pakistan is battling a Taliban in- 
surgency. But the court said the 
ruling — the most severe against 
a former military leader — would 
strengthen democracy in a coun- 
try plagued by repeated military 
dictatorships. 

The bench that gave the ruling 
was headed by Justice Iftikhar 
Mohammed Chaudhry, whose 
attempted ouster by Musharraf 
spurred much of the unrest that 
led to the strongman’s downfall. 

“The constitution is supreme, 
and this decision will strengthen 
democracy and democratic insti- 
tutions,” Chaudhry said. 

The court added that rulings 
made by the judges who were 
improperly appointed could still 
stand, and told Parliament to de- 
cide which of the laws that Mush- 
arraf pushed through during the 
unconstitutional emergency could 
remain on the books. 

Musharraf declared the emer- 
gency when it appeared the Su- 
preme Court might challenge his 
eligibility for office. 
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groups, it said. 

A definitive agreement detailing the 
status of the proposed base and Russia’s 
existing Kant base will be signed by 
November. 

No specifics on the location of the base 
or the amount of troops were given, but the 
document signed Saturday by the leaders 
of the two countries indicated that Russia 
may be allowed to deploy the equivalent of 
a battalion. 

Media reports have suggested a base 
could be set up in Batken province, near 
the border with Uzbekistan. That is on the 
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fringe of the Ferghana Valley region that 
spreads across Tajikistan and Uzbekistan, 
an area that has been an incubator of Is- 
lamic militancy over the past decade. 

Leaders of Collective Security Treaty 
Organization member states — which also 
include Armenia, Belarus, Kazakhstan, 
Tajikistan and Uzbekistan — have gath- 
ered at a lakeside town in eastern Kyr- 
gyzstan for a summit that was supposed to 
also consider the creation of a NATO-style 
rapid-reaction force. 

No announcement on the force was 
made, however, suggesting possible resis- 


tance from Belarus and Uzbekistan. 

Kyrgyz officials indicated troops at Rus- 
sia’s new base will go toward making up 
the ranks of the rapid-reaction force. 

The U.S. established an air base at the 
Manas international airport near Bishkek 
in late 2001 to support military operations 
in Afghanistan. The base has become an im- 
portant transit point for coalition troops and 
supplies, and it is home to tanker aircraft 
that refuel warplanes over Afghanistan. 

Under an agreement reached in June, 
the U.S. will continue to use the base, pay- 
ing significantly higher rent.

MANILA, Philippines — Military honor 
guards carried former President Corazon 
Aquino’s flag-draped casket to a school gym 
Saturday for public viewing, as Filipinos 
mourned the beloved democracy icon who 
swept away a dictator and fought off seven 
coup attempts. 

The accidental opposition leader — whose 
rise began only after her husband’s assassina- 
tion — died before dawn in a hospital after a 
yearlong battle with colon cancer, which had 
spread to other organs and left her bedridden 
since late June, her only son, Sen. Benigno 
“Noynoy” Aquino III, said. She was 76. 

Monsoon rains drenched Manila’s streets as 
a convoy took Aquino’s casket from the mor- 
tuary to the gym at De La Salle, the Catholic 
school where her remains will lie in state until 
Monday morning. 

More than 100 military honor guards met the 
casket there. Eight in olive drab uniforms and 
berets carried it up a winding path to the gym 
while family and friends, many dressed in her 
trademark yellow, walked behind. Supporters 
dropped yellow confetti on the procession. 

Her body will be moved later Monday to the 
Manila Cathedral where it will remain until 
her funeral on Wednesday. She will be buried 
beside her husband at the Manila Memorial 
Park. 

Aquino’s son said that days earlier he and 
each of his four sisters went to their mother’s 
bedside where they “were told to say every- 
thing we wanted to say.” 

Aquino rose to prominence after the assas- 
sination in 1983 of her husband, opposition 
leader Benigno “Ninoy” Aquino Jr. The upris- 
ing she led in 1986 brought down the repres- 
sive 20-year regime of Ferdinand Marcos and 
served as an inspiration to nonviolent resis- 
tance across the globe, including those that 
ended communist rule in eastern Europe. 

But Aquino struggled in office to meet high 
public expectations. Her land redistribution

program fell short of ending economic domi- 
nation by the landed elite, including her own 
family. Her leadership, especially on social 
and economic reform, was often indecisive, 
leaving many of her closest allies disillusioned 
by the end of her term. 

Still, she remained beloved in the Philip- 
pines, where she was affectionately referred 
to as “Tita (Auntie) Cory.” 

As the news of Aquino’s death spread 
through Manila, radio and TV stations broad- 
cast documentaries and stories of her life, ac- 
companied by music dating back to the “people 
power” revolt. 

Catholic priests held requiem Masses, and 
ordinary people tied yellow ribbons around 
trees, cars, lamp posts and house gates. Others 
prayed at a shrine on Manila’s EDSA highway, 
where hundreds of thousands of her support- 
ers blocked Marcos’ tanks in 1986. 

President Gloria Macapagal Arroyo, who 
is on an official visit to the United States, re- 
membered Aquino as a “national treasure” 
who helped lead “a revolution to restore de- 
mocracy and the rule of law to our nation at a 
time of great peril.” 

The Philippines will observe 10 days of 
national mourning, Arroyo said. The Armed 
Forces of the Philippines said it would accord 
full military honors during the mourning peri- 
od, including gun salutes and lowering flags to 


half-staff. The Aquino family, however, opted 
for a private instead of a state funeral. 

President Barack Obama was deeply sad- 
dened by Aquino’s death, said White House 
press secretary Robert Gibbs. 

“Ms. Aquino played a crucial role in Phil- 
ippines history, moving the country to demo- 
cratic rule through her nonviolent ‘people 
power’ movement over 20 years ago,” Gibbs 
said. “Her courage, determination, and moral 
leadership are an inspiration to us all and ex- 
emplify the best in the Filipino nation.” 

Maria Corazon Cojuangco was born on Jan. 
25, 1933, into a wealthy, politically power- 
ful family in Paniqui, about 75 miles north of 
Manila. 

Her unlikely rise began in 1983 after her 
husband was gunned down at Manila’s inter- 
national airport moments after soldiers es- 
corted him from a plane on his arrival from 
exile in the United States to challenge Marcos, 
his longtime adversary. Investigations showed 
one of his military escorts was the assassin. 

The killing enraged many Filipinos and un- 
leashed a broad-based opposition that thrust 
Aquino into the role of national leader. 

On Feb. 25, 1986 Aquino was sworn in as the 
Philippines’ first female leader and Marcos 
flew to exile in Hawaii. 

She stepped down in 1992 after serving for 
six years. 


China makes no promises on role in N. Korea’s future

BEIJING — U.S. attempts to 
draw up a broad contingency plan 
in case North Korea’s government 
collapses are being complicated 
by China’s refusal to talk about 
potential chaos engulfing its dys- 
functional neighbor. 

Both Washington and Beijing 
are growing more anxious about 
the stability of the Korean Pen- 
insula, with Pyongyang’s recent 
missile and nuclear tests, uncer- 
tainty about the health of North 
Korean leader Kim Jong II] and 
the apparent designation of his 26- 
year-old son as successor. There’s 
much Washington wants to go 
over with Beijing in a meltdown 
scenario: securing North Korea’s 
nuclear weapons, dealing with 
panicked North Koreans over- 


running borders and drawing up 
ground rules to keep the U.S. and 
Chinese militaries from clashing 
as they did in the 1950-53 Korean 
War. 

The U.S. has raised the idea 
of joint talks in several meetings 
with senior Chinese officials, most 
recently during a visit to Beijing 
last month by U.S. Deputy Sec- 
retary of State James Steinberg, 
The Associated Press has learned 
from foreign diplomats and Chi- 
nese scholars briefed on the meet- 
ings. Chinese officials rejected the 
overtures, although they pledged 
to work constructively with the 
U.S. on North Korea. Both the 
scholars and the diplomats asked 
to remain anonymous because of 
the sensitivity of the issue. 

The Chinese foreign ministry 
sidestepped questions from the 
AP on the U.S. requests and North 


Korean contingency plans, say- 
ing only that “China has always 
been engaged in realizing peace 
and stability on the Korean Pen- 
insula.” The State Department 
did not respond to a request for 
comment. 

The U.S. has 28,000 troops sta- 
tioned in South Korea and treaty 
obligations to defend that coun- 
try and nearby Japan. China, too, 
is wary about being drawn into 
conflict that might destabilize 
its northeastern areas near the 
North Korean border, which have 
struggled economically in the 
past decade. 

Without careful planning with 
China, the U.S. is concerned that 
both armed forces could be drawn 
into conflict accidentally or be 
ill-prepared to handle attacks by 
North Korea’s army, the world’s 
fourth largest. The South Korean 


capital, Seoul, is 40 miles from the 
North Korean border and would 
be a tempting target for a dying 
regime. If North Korea mounts an 
armed resistance to foreign mili- 
taries, a force larger than the U.S. 
committed to Iraq might be need- 
ed, a Council on Foreign Relations 
study said in January. 

“We have to talk about the po- 
tential mess because the prob- 
ability is low but it could be 
catastrophic,” said Drew Thomp- 
son, a China expert at the Nixon 
Center in Washington. 

However, he said, the Chinese 
government’s unwillingness to 
discuss North Korea’s future with 
Washington is understandable 
given the difficulty in sundering 
longstanding ties. 

“It’s hard to talk about your 
grandma before she’s gone.

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Election 
protester 
trials start 
in Tehran

TEHRAN, Iran — More than 
100 opposition political activ- 
ists and protesters stood trial in 
Tehran Saturday on charges of 
rioting and conspiring to topple 
the ruling system in the coun- 
try’s first trial since the disputed 
presidential election, Iran’s state 
media reported. 

The trial underlines the gov- 
ernment’s efforts to bring to a 
close anti-government demon- 
strations that have persisted 
since the disputed June 12 presi- 
dential election. 

Hundreds of thousands of Ira- 
nians marched in days of street 
protests after the election, de- 
nouncing official results that 
declared President Mahmoud 
Ahmadinejad the winner. 

Iran’s opposition maintains 
Ahmadinejad stole the vote from 
opposition leader Mir Hossein 
Mousavi by engaging in mas- 
sive fraud, but its demonstrations 
have been ruthlessly suppressed, 
leaving hundreds in prison. 

The defendants faced charges 
that include attacking military 
and government buildings, hav- 
ing links with armed opposition 
groups and conspiring against 
the ruling system, Iran’s official 
news agency, IRNA, reported. 

During the session, prosecutors 
read out an indictment outlining 
what they said was a yearslong 
plot by the top pro-reform politi- 
cal parties to carry out a “velvet 
revolution,” a popular, non-vio- 
lent uprising to overthrow the 
Islamic Republic similar to ones 
that have occurred in Eastern 
Europe. 

The phrase comes from the 
peaceful 1989 Velvet Revolution 
that overthrew decades of com- 
munism in Czechoslovakia. 

The prosecutor said three of 
the biggest opposition parties 
had taken money from foreign 
non-governmental organizations 
and had sought to use the election 
controversy as an opportunity to 
carry out their plot, according to 
a transcript reported by IRNA. 
He claimed Israeli and Western 
officials have spoken in recent 
years of fomenting revolution in 
Iran. 

There was no information on 
when the trial would end or when 
a verdict could be expected. 

Meanwhile, the anti-regime 
protests have continued with 
thousands of protesters holding 
a memorial at a Tehran cemetery 
on Thursday to commemorate 
those killed in the crackdown. 
Police fired tear gas and beat 
protesters with batons, but the 
march continued, as protesters 
chanted Mousavi’s name. 

Protesters then streamed back 
into central Tehran — some 
chanting on the subway, “Trai- 
tor Mahmoud, we want you to 
become homeless” — and again 
clashed with security forces.

Huge telescope opens on Canary Islands 


The Gran Telescopio Canarias, one of the the world’s largest telescopes, is seen at 
the Roque de los Muchachos Observatory in the Canary Island of La Palma, Spain. 
The $185 million telescope, featuring a 34-foot reflecting mirror, sits atop an 
extinct volcano. Its location above cloud cover takes advantage of the pristine 
skies in the Atlantic Ocean. The observatory is located at 7,870 feet above sea 
level where prevailing winds keep the atmosphere stable and transparent, the 
Canary Islands Astrophysics Institute said. The institute, which runs the tele- 
scope, said it will capture the birth of stars, study characteristics of black holes 
and decipher some of the chemical components of the Big Bang. The telescope, 
composed of 36 separate mirrors, began slowly focusing in July 2007 to 
eventually act as a single large reflecting surface that directs light onto a central 
camera point. Large reflecting telescopes began making major contributions to 
astronomical research when Edwin Hubble perfected the technique of capturing 
photographic exposures of space with the then-massive 200-inch mirror at Mount 
Palomar Observatory in north San Diego County, Calif., in January 1949.

79 percent. For the first time in 
more than four decades of record 
keeping, home prices posted con- 
secutive annual declines. 

A staggering $4 trillion in 
home equity was wiped out, and 
millions of Americans lost their 
homes through foreclosure. 

Now take a deep breath and ex- 
hale. The worst is over. 

By every measure, except fore- 
closures, the housing market has 
stabilized and many areas are 
recovering, according to a spate 
of data released in the past two 
weeks. Nationwide, home resales 
in June were up 9 percent from 
January, on a seasonally adjusted 
basis. Sales of new homes have 
climbed 17 percent during the 
same period. Construction, while 
still anemic, has risen almost 20 
percent since the beginning of 
the year. 

Even home prices, down one 
third from the top, edged up in 
May, the first monthly increase 
since June 2006. 

“The freefall is over,” said Dean 
Baker of the Center for Economic 
and Policy Research. 

The problem is that, Baker, like 
many economists, expects the 
housing market will “be bounc- 
ing around the bottom” for the 
second half of the year. 

There are also real threats that 
could poison this budding re- 
covery. The unemployment rate, 
which is 9.5 percent, is expected 
to surpass 10 percent, leaving 
even more homeowners unable 
to pay their mortgages. Mort- 
gage rates could rise, making 
homeownership less affordable. 
The federal tax credit for first- 
time homebuyers, which as lured 
many into the market, is set to ex- 
pire on Nov. 30. 


Northeast 


Nobody knows the power of a 
dollar like New Yorkers. 

After a home on Long Is- 
land sat on the market for four 
months recently, the sellers’ real 
estate agent told them to drop 
the price from the mid-$600s to 
$599,000. The house sold the next 
weekend. 

In Merrick, about 30 miles 
east of New York City, homes are 
starting to sell “as long as they’re 
priced right,” the agent said. 

In January, with the ground 
and financial markets still fro- 
zen, few would have believed that 
the worst of the housing crisis in 
the Northeast would turn around 
within six months. 

But the evidence is clear: Home

resales in the region in June hit 
a seasonally adjusted pace of 
820,000, up 28 percent from the 
beginning of the year. Sales of 
new homes were also up slightly 
and construction in the region 
more than doubled. 

Even the median sales price of 
$249,400 in June was up 10 per- 
cent from January and was off 
just 6 percent from year-ago lev- 
els, according to the National As- 
sociation of Realtors. 


South 


The real estate market in the 
South remains one of extremes. 

On one end are oil-rich cities in 
Texas, Arkansas and Oklahoma 
that nearly skirted the housing 
recession altogether. Tipping the 
scale on the other side are fore- 
closure-ridden areas in Atlanta 
and swaths in Florida where 
prices are still falling annually 
by double digits. 

Taken as a whole, home resales 
in the 17-state region rose 10 per- 
cent in the first half of this year 
on a seasonally adjusted basis 
and are off just 4 percent from 
June of last year, according to the 
National Association of Realtors. 


Midwest 


It’s no surprise that the housing 
market and the auto industry are 
intertwined in Detroit, though 
this is the first time anybody can 
remember that you can buy a 
home for less than the price of a 
new car. 

But step out of devastated 
towns in Michigan, Ohio and In- 
diana and the housing market in 
the Midwest is showing some of 
the strongest signs of recovery in 
the country. 

Thanks to places like the Da- 
kotas, Iowa and Nebraska, the 
median sales price in the region 
rose almost 20 percent to an af- 
fordable $157,000 in June from 
January levels. 

Sales of new homes jumped al- 
most 38 percent in the first half 
of the year, which encouraged 
builders to get out their ham- 
mers. Construction, which was at 
a standstill in some communities, 
rose 86 percent on a seasonally 
adjusted basis, which accounts 
for typical variations in weather 
and other factors. 
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The home resale market, how- 
ever, remains weaker than the 
nation as a whole. That again can 
be blamed on the economy. The 
jobless rate in the Midwest is 10.2 
percent compared with 9.5 per- 
cent nationally. And if you don’t 
have a job you are not buying a 
house. 


West 


For years Las Vegas symbol- 
ized the boom as mile after mile 
of desert gave way to three-bed- 
room homes and swimming 
pools. Then came the crash and it 
symbolized something else: a de- 
cade of speculation and excess.

Now, Las Vegas is one of the 
hottest housing markets in the re- 
gion again. This city has always 
profited from others’ misfortune, 
and the same can be said of the 
current housing market. 

In Clark County, Nev., home to 
Sin City, one in every 11 homes 
had received at least one foreclo- 
sure-related notice in June, ac- 
cording to RealtyTrac. The glut 
of deeply discounted foreclosures 
has almost doubled sales activity 
for most of this year. 

The situation is similar in Cal- 
ifornia’s Riverside, San Joaquin 
and San Bernardino counties, 
where one out of every 14 homes 
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was in foreclosure. 

After falling 18 percent in the 
second half of 2008, monthly 
home prices were flat in the first 
half of this year, on a seasonally 
adjusted basis, according to the 
National Association of Realtors. 

In the Pacific Northwest and 
states such as Utah, by contrast, 
housing markets are on a dif- 
ferent timer than the rest of the 
West. Home sales and values held 
up better and longer while mar- 
kets in the Southwest were al- 
ready in decline. Those markets 
also haven’t seen as many fore- 
closures wreaking havoc with 
home prices.

CHICAGO — Police in Alsip, IIl., found 
human bones and shattered vaults dumped 
in plain view at Burr Oak Cemetery four 
years ago but detectives dropped the case 
within a week, telling the woman now ac- 
cused of masterminding a massive grave 
desecration they had no interest in investi- 
gating further, according to a police report 
obtained by the Chicago Tribune. 

During that meeting in 2005, cemetery 
manager Carolyn Towns gave several ex- 
cuses for the exposed bones, suggesting 
“animals may have brought the remains to 
the site after coming upon them elsewhere 
in the cemetery,” the report says. 
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Though a sergeant had witnessed “near- 
ly 100 piles of dirt” containing “concrete 
pieces of previous vaults, some marble 
pieces and a number of bones,” police 
accepted Towns’s explanations and left 
her in charge of cleaning it up, the report 
reveals. 

Detectives were “satisfied that the re- 
mains that were discovered were of some 
antiquity and had no interest as a recent 
crime,’ according to the report, which 
the Tribune obtained Thursday through a 
Freedom of Information request. 

Towns, 49, is one of four Burr Oak work- 
ers charged with felony dismemberment 
of a human body. She allegedly plotted a 
scheme in which up to 300 bodies were il- 
legally dug up so their grave plots could

be resold. 

In 2005, Alsip police had been following 
up on reports from subcontractors working 
for Commonwealth Edison Co., who said 
they were installing power lines on March 
17 of that year when they found human 
skulls along the cemetery’s northwest 
edge. 

Police met with Towns, ComEd managers 
and the Cook County Highway Department 
four days later at the cemetery, according 
to the report. 

Towns said it was “possible that the re- 
mains were unearthed during grading op- 
erations,” or that workers “inadvertently 
disinterred an earlier, unrecorded burial,” 
as well as suggesting that animals dug up 
the bones, the report states. 
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Police allowed the ComEd workers to re- 
turn to work the next day, telling them to re- 
port any further human remains to Towns, 
not to them. They told Towns “to contact the 
Illinois comptroller’s office to determine 
what steps are required to address bones/ 
remains” — a request Towns never fol- 
lowed through on, according to Comptroller 
Dan Hynes’ spokeswoman Carol Knowles. 

When the Tribune asked Alsip police 
about the incident two weeks ago, Police 
Chief Christopher Radz initially dismissed 
the subcontractors’ story, saying detectives 
had completed a “thorough investigation” 
and found nothing wrong. 

Radz, who was not the police chief in 
2005, announced police were reopening the 
investigation later that day.

paddam’s sins still dragging Iraq down

oO what degree is the elected govern- 
ment of Iraq obligated to pay for the 


sins committed by the late dicta- 
tor Saddam Hussein? Should neighboring 
Kuwait forgive Iraq’s new leadership $24 
billion in outstanding debt for the destruc- 
tion wrought by the 1990 invasion, a seven- 
month occupation, looting and the violent 
retreat of Iraqi forces? And is it relevant 
that Iraq may need the money more than 
Kuwait does? These are some of the ques- 
tions the United Nations Security Coun- 
cil must consider when it addresses Iraqi 
Prime Minister Nouri al-Maliki’s request 
to release his country from the remaining 
sanctions imposed after the 1991 Gulf War, 
including a requirement that the country 
use its oil revenues to pay reparations. 

The U.N. Compensation Commission 
calculated that Iraq owed $50 billion to 
victims of the invasion, most of it to Ku- 
wait, and the Security Council set aside 
30 percent of Iraqi oil revenues to pay the 
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debt. That was later cut to 5 percent, and 
having paid half the debt, Iraq now wants 
it reduced further or eliminated. 

The Iraqi government acknowledges 
that Kuwait is legally entitled to the com- 
pensation, but says that it’s an undue bur- 
den on a country that was itself victimized 
by Saddam’s regime, and that the money 
is needed to rebuild after the U.S. invasion 
and ensuing war. President Barack Obama 
said late last month that he would push the 
United Nations to lift the so-called Chapter 
7 sanctions because Iraq no longer poses a 
threat to its neighbors. 

Kuwait argues that the claims were cal- 
culated fairly and that international law 
binds a government to pay the state’s debts 
regardless of who is in power; to forgive 
this would be to send the wrong message to 
ageressor nations. Moreover, the two coun- 
tries have unresolved border and maritime 
disputes, as well as issues of missing Ku- 
waitis and government archives to be ad- 
dressed under the sanctions. 





Distrust runs high. Some Iraqis point out 
that Kuwait supported Saddam’s repres- 
sive rule as a bulwark against Iran until it 
finally felt his aggression itself. Some Ku- 
waitis suspect that Iraq still has designs on 
their territory. Many Kuwaitis and other 
Sunni Muslims see the new Iraqi govern- 
ment as a proxy for Iran and are happy for 
the country to remain weak. 

Yet an unstable Irag serves no good pur- 
pose. Plenty of bankers would give their 
eye teeth for 50 cents on a dollar owed, and 
Kuwait already has received that. Iraq’s 
political and economic development is in 
the interest of its neighbors, as well as of 
the United States. Kuwait should consider 
reducing reparations, and its proposal to 
reinvest some of the remaining debt in Iraq 
would benefit both countries. In return, 
Iraq should act quickly and decisively to 
resolve the other outstanding issues of con- 
cern to Kuwait, proving itself to be a good 
neighbor.

Reporting the news with a life in the balance 


New York Times reporter falls into 

the hands of the Taliban and not a 

word appears in major news outlets 
until after his escape seven months later.

An American soldier 
in Afghanistan falls into 
the hands of the Tal- 
iban, and although the 
military seeks media re- 
straint while it launches 
a search, his plight earns 
barely three days of 
silence. 

A double standard? 

Maybe yes, maybe no. 

In the first case, nu- 
merous journalists, news 
organizations, blogs and 
even Wikipedia were 
aware of Times journal- 
ist David Rohde’s cap- 
ture in November 2008. But nary a word 
was published or broadcast, and accounts 
that surfaced online were either ignored 
by major media or scrubbed until word 
emerged of his escape on June 19. 

The reason, according to The Times and 
others, was that journalists who got wind of 
Rohde’s predicament responded to Execu- 
tive Editor Bill Keller’s argument that pub- 
licity could threaten Rohde’s life. 

In the missing-soldier case, a Stars and 
Stripes journalist in Afghanistan learned 
early on of the disappearance of Pfc. Bowe 
Bergdahl. Reporter Dianna Cahn was em- 
bedded with an American military unit on 
June 30 when word came down that opera- 
tions were being shifted to search for a sol- 
dier discovered missing earlier that day. 

Cahn began asking questions and got 
enough answers to glean the essentials of 
what had happened. But she was also told 
by military officials that premature public- 
ity could jeopardize the soldier’s life and ef- 
forts to free him. 

Cahn properly alerted her immediate su- 
pervisor about the disappearance and the 
military’s request to hold off reporting it. 

The supervisor, Joe Giordono, a Stripes 
editor working in Germany, did not take 
issue with Cahn about the military’s re- 
quest, which was made, after all, just 11

ou wouldn’t consider someone an 

information technology expert 

who had never heard of the Inter- 

net. Yet the job descriptions for 
some of the federal government’s cyberse- 
curity jobs haven’t been updated since 1988 
— before the Internet transformed how we 
think about technology. Staying abreast of 
changing times and technologies is essen- 
tial in many fields, but in the realm of cy- 
bersecurity it is a necessity. 

So a recent report by the Partnership for 
Public Service, a group that promotes gov- 
ernment service, and consultant Booz Allen 
Hamilton that the federal government is 
having trouble finding and attracting a 
talented cybersecurity workforce is wor- 
risome. Among other findings, the survey 
noted that only 40 percent of hiring manag- 
ers were Satisfied or very satisfied with the 
number of qualified applicants for informa- 
tion security positions and that 77 percent 
were dissatisfied with the time it took to 
hire someone. 

The source of this problem is twofold: a 
broken federal hiring process that makes 
it difficult for agencies to attract and retain 
the talent they need, and a nationwide defi- 
cit of people who possess necessary infor- 
mation technology skills. 

The problems with the hiring process 


days after Rohde’s escape. Nor did he for- 
mally agree to it. 

Rather, he said, he directed Cahn to con- 
tinue her reporting to try to confirm and ex- 
pand the elements of the story with senior 
military authorities. Only if that panned out 
would he pass the information — along with 
the request to delay publication — on to the 
paper’s top editors in Washington. 

I understand Giordono’s caution in relay- 
ing sketchy information he thought needed 
further vetting, but in hindsight I think it 
would have been better to have given them a 
heads up sooner, especially since it involved 
a request to delay publication. 

The editorial director of Stars and Stripes, 
Terry Leonard, told me that had he known 
of Cahn’s information, he would have al- 
most certainly honored the military’s re- 
quest for the sake of Pfc. Bergdahl’s safety. 
He also indicated that he would seek to clar- 
ify Stripes policy on notifying senior editors 
about such situations in the future. 

The reason this is all worthy of examina- 
tion is Stars and Stripes’ unique relationship 
to the government, the Defense Department 
in particular. Stripes is published with a 
partial federal subsidy under Pentagon aus- 
pices, but the law and Pentagon directives 
prohibit anyone in government from trying 
to censor, suppress or otherwise corrupt its 
reporting. 

When a senior Pentagon spokesman men- 
tioned to journalists at other news organiza- 
tions that Stars and Stripes had been first to 
learn of the Bergdahl situation but had with- 
held that news, colleagues passed that along 
to me with a hint of concern over Stripes’ 
editorial integrity and independence, which 
I am supposed to monitor. 

But after interviewing the senior Pen- 
tagon spokesman, Bryan Whitman, and 
querying the paper’s top editors and its pub- 
lisher, along with Giordono, Cahn and other 
Stripes journalists, I find no evidence that 
Cahn’s actions were unethical or guided by 
improper military conduct. 

In fact, Cahn said, rather than having 
been subjected to any heavy-handed pres- 
sure, she had instead been offered an in- 
ducement by the military to delay going 
public: in exchange for her cooperation, she 


only begin with outdated job descriptions. 
Coordination between hiring managers and 
human resources personnel is poor. A pro- 
cess that takes more than a year can result 
in the selection of a candidate who fails to 
satisfy the needs of the job. Many agencies 
fall back on contractors to fill gaps — a risky 
proposition in the absence of a strong core 
workforce that can evaluate, supervise and 
coordinate their efforts. 

Finding the right people poses a bigger 
challenge. 


would get advance notice of when the news 
was about to be made public so she could be 
first to report it. 

This sort of barter is not unknown in the 
trade. Unfortunately for Cahn, the military 
did not keep its word and publicly confirmed 
the soldier’s disappearance to another news 
outlet. 

I endorse Cahn’s and Giordono’s tentative, 
temporary restraint. When life may hang in 
the balance, humanitarian concerns ought 
to weigh heavily in editorial decisions. 
There may be exceptions, for few things are 
absolute, but I would hope all journalists 
would deliberate on the consequences of 
their reporting situations like this, regard- 
less of whether they involve fellow journal- 
ists or total strangers. 

Cahn kept on gathering information dur- 
ing the media blackout, until it collapsed on 
July 2. 

Interviews and research using the Lex- 
isNexis news database and other sources 
show that the BBC’s Worldwide Monitor 
picked up and relayed a report that day by 
a small news service, the Afghan Islamic 
Press, which said a Taliban commander had 
told it his forces had captured an American 
soldier and three Afghans. 

The Afghan Islamic Press added that the 
U.S. military in Afghanistan had confirmed 
that one of its soldiers was missing. 

This was the sort of report major media 
had ignored during Rohde’s captivity. But 
not this time. 

Less than an hour after the time stamped 
on the BBC’s imprimatur of the Afghan 
report, Bergdahl’s plight was international 
news, quickly picked up and reported on by 
what would become numerous other news 
outlets, including Stars and Stripes, and 
even draw public notice from President 
Barack Obama himself. 

Whitman said the military official who 
had provided the confirmation that opened 
the dam had mishandled it. 

To her credit, Cahn was able to post on 
Stripes.com the most well-sourced same- 
day account that I have been able to find, in 
part because she had used the interlude to 
gather as much information as possible. She 
may not have been first to publish, but she 
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was ahead of everyone else. 

So, was a double standard at work? As 
far as Stripes is concerned, no. Everyone 
there handled a very difficult news situa- 
tion professionally but also with sensitivity 
and responsibility, with one possible minor 
demerit for the tardy notification of senior 
editors. 

Did Stripes’ brief silence compromise its 
integrity or independence? Again, no. It was 
strictly voluntary, based on humanitarian 
concern and within journalistic norms. 

What about other media? The Washington 
Post reported that at least 40 news organi- 
zations (though not Stars and Stripes) knew 
about and sat on the Rohde story out of hu- 
manitarian concern. Why did Bergdahl not 
warrant the same restraint? 

One argument might be that the two 
cases are dissimilar — thousands of troops 
and tons of military hardware were never 
mobilized to look for Rohde as they were for 
Bergdahl. Surely Bergdahl’s Taliban cap- 
tors knew what was happening all around 
them. 

And how long can reporters be expected 
to ignore massive diversions of forces and 
equipment and search missions happening 
right before their eyes? 

Or it might have been that Rohde’s 
kidnappers demanded _ silence’ while 
Bergdahl’s captors courted publicity with 
their early boast to the Afghan Islamic 
Press and subsequent video of Bergdahl as 
a hostage. 

Or it might have been that Rohde was 
viewed as a neutral party and Bergdahl 
not. 

I really can’t say. An inquiry I submitted 
to the BBC press office via its Web site on 
July 25 has thus far generated only an au- 
tomated acknowledgement. By now, I must 
consider that a no comment. 

But as far as Stars and Stripes is con- 
cerned, it did a commendable job.

Horse slaughters have

MIAMI— Someone is kill- 
ing the horses of Miami- 
Dade County. 

Since January, police say at least 
17 horses have been butchered, 
their carcasses left on roadsides or 
in stalls or rural pastures. 

Police tiptoe around questions 
about who is doing the killing and 
why, but animal rights advocates 
believe the meat is being sold on 
the black market to people from 
other countries where horse is a 
delicacy. 

“Tt’s a real ugly problem we’re 
trying to take hold of and elimi- 
nate,” said Richard Couto, an in- 
vestigator with the South Florida 
Society for the Prevention of Cru- 
elty to Animals, which has recently 
looked into six horse killings.

York City man was in a 
coma after being hit on the head by 
a rotted tree branch while walking 
to work through Central Park. 

Authorities say Sasha _ Blair- 
Goldensohn became unconscious 
instantly. The 100-pound limb 
snapped, falling 20 feet. 

Blair-Goldensohn, a married 
father of two, was on his way to 
his job as a computer engineer at 
Google. 

The 33-year-old was in inten- 
sive care at a Manhattan hospital. 
Doctors performed a procedure to 
relieve swelling and put him on a 
ventilator. 

Doctors and relatives are hope- 
ful. Marty Goldensohn said his 
nephew is responding to touch and 
command. 

Parks officials say the accident 
was not related to recent storms. 


Arrest made in 35-year 
case of identity theft 


W, SEATTLE — An Oregon 

man who was the victim 
of a 35-year-long identity theft said 
he’s so happy about an arrest in the 
case that he could kiss the special 
agent who handled it. 

“T can’t believe this has finally 
come to a head after all these years 
— it’s like I’ve been released from 
prison,’ Tom Lesh of Coos Bay 
said. “I was just talking to Special 
Agent Matt Lavelle and I want to 
kiss him.” 

Lesh, 66, said he’s known since 
the 1970s that his brother’s friend 
stole his identity, and he appealed 
to everyone from the IRS to the 
suspect’s own mother for help — to 
no avail. 

Finally, early this year, a Pre- 
mera Blue Cross insurance fraud 
investigator named Sandy Larson 
took up the case. 

Premera had received claims for 
treatment a Tom Lesh received at 
Northwest Hospital in Seattle, but 
the real Tom Lesh told the com- 
pany it wasn’t him. 


Prosecuters claim new 
witness in Levy case 


WASHINGTON — Pros- 
ecutors say they have 
identified a new witness who 
claims to have been attacked on a 
jogging trail and stabbed by a man 
matching the description of Ing- 
mar Guandique, the suspect in the 
Chandra Levy slaying. 
In an evidentiary notice filing 
with D.C. Superior Court, pros- 
ecutors involved in the Levy case 
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alerted Guandique’s attorneys 
that they plan to call the witness to 
testify. Guandique has a hearing 
scheduled. 

According to the documents, 
the newest witness identified 
Guandique as the man who ran up 
from behind the witness on a jog- 
ging trail, pushed the person to the 
ground, then stabbed the witness 
in the back. 

The witness, fearing a robbery, 
told the attacker that he or she did 
not have any money. The docu- 
ment had no identifying informa- 
tion on the witness or the location 
of the attack. 


UCLA administrators 
end unofficial Undie Run

That was part of a first season 
in Oakland marred by injuries, an 
offseason robbery in Las Vegas 
and constant criticism from for- 
mer coach Lane Kiffin. 

It’s a brand new Walker at his 
second training camp, revived by 
a mysterious offseason operation 
and excited about getting back on 
the field instead of staying off it 
for good. 

Walker opened training camp 
on the physically unable to per- 
form list because of his recover- 
ing right knee, but is eager to get 
back on the field to show people 
what he’s able to do.

efit and help a lot of athletes.”

Coach Tom Cable just wants to 
make sure his receiver is healed 
before cutting him loose. 

“He seems to be on schedule 
and all that,’ Cable said. “We 
want to make sure. I think if you 
remember last year, he hurried 
it a little bit and it became an 
issue.” 

Walker had a difficult first sea- 
son with the Raiders after signing 
a $55 million, six-year free-agent 
deal in the offseason. 


He was criticized by Kiffin for 
being out of shape during off- 
season workouts, was seriously 
injured during a robbery in Las 
Vegas, and then contemplated re- 
tirement early in training camp. 

He then had just 15 catches for 
196 yards and one touchdown in 
eight games before suffering a 
season-ending ankle injury. 

He renegotiated his contract to 
take a $27 million pay cut in the 
offseason before surprising the 
Raiders by undergoing the opera- 
tion on his Knee in April. 

Walker expects to be back to 
his old self when he gets on the 
field, saying his knee has never 
felt better. 

Walker missed eight games in 
2007 for Denver because of an in- 
jury to the knee and said it both- 
ered him most of last season. 

He hopes to be back to the level 
he was at in 2004, when he had 
89 catches for 1,382 yards and 12 
touchdowns for Green Bay. 

He had 69 catches for 1,084 
yards and eight touchdowns in his 
first season with the Broncos in 
2006, but has only 1,545 yards in 
his five other seasons combined 








because of injuries and other 
factors. 

“T’m also excited about still let- 
ting Oakland see what Javon has 
to offer because I’m young, I’m in 
my prime right now,” he said. 

“My ability hasn’t changed, 
my enthusiasm hasn’t changed.

NEW YORK — Roger Clemens’ 
former personal trainer sued him 
Friday over allegations of steroid 
use, claiming the Major League 
Baseball star ruined his reputa- 
tion by branding him a liar. 

The defamation lawsuit filed in 
federal court in Brooklyn alleges 
Clemens launched an “intense 
and coordinated public relations 
offensive” against Brian McNa- 
mee after the trainer told federal 
investigators and Congress that 
he injected Clemens more than 
a dozen times with steroids and 
human growth hormone from 
1998 through 2001. 

In his own testimony and inter- 
views, the seven-time Cy Young 
Award winner has repeatedly 
denied using performance-en- 
chancing drugs. 

The suit, which seeks unspeci- 
fied damages, claims Clemens’ 
statements have “humiliated Mc- 
Namee, destroyed his reputation, 
both personally and profession- 
ally, and caused him severe emo- 
tional distress.” 

Clemens is under investigation 
by a federal grand jury in Wash- 
ington that is trying to determine 
whether he lied when he told a 
congressional committee in 2008 
that he had not used steroids. 

He has a pending defamation 
claim against McNamee in a 
Houston court.

m™ Andres Torres is back on 
the San Francisco Giants’ dis- 
abled list with a strained left 
hamstring. 

Torres was placed on the 15- 
day DL on Friday, a day after he 
injured his hamstring rounding 
first base running out his fly ball 
in the second inning of a 7-2 victo- 
ry over the Philadelphia Phillies. 

He was on the disabled list 
with the same injury from April

Slur will cost Hawaii 
football coach $169,000 


HONOLULU — Hawaii foot- 
ball coach Greg McMackin was 
suspended for 30 days without 
pay and has volunteered to take 
an additional 7 percent pay cut 
from his $1.1 million salary for 
making a derogatory comment 
while describing Notre Dame’s 
chant before last year’s Hawaii 
Bowl. 

In total, McMackin will lose 
roughly $169,000 from his salary 
this year. But the real damage 
seems to be to his reputation and 
to the university. 

Athletic director Jim Donovan 
said McMackin will remain with 
the team on a voluntary basis dur- 
ing the suspension. He said the 
coach violated university policies. 
McMackin met with Donovan and 
Chancellor Virginia Hinshaw. 

The second-year Warriors 
coach has repeatedly apologized 
for the comments made during 
a media briefing Thursday at 
the Western Athletic Conference 
football preview in Salt Lake City. 
He used a slur usually targeted at 
gays to describe Notre Dame’s 
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chant performed at a banquet be- 
fore last year’s Hawaii Bowl. 


Judge sets Monday hearing 
in Coyotes bankruptcy case 


PHOENIX — A flood of court 
documents on Friday cast doubt 
on whether the Phoenix Coy- 
otes can be sold in Wednesday’s 
scheduled auction. 

U.S. Bankruptcy Court Judge 
Redfield T. Baum set an emer- 
gency hearing for Monday to de- 
cide on a request by the NHL that 
the sale be postponed until Sep- 
tember, allowing bidders more 
time. 

The judge had set Wednesday 
as the auction for a buyer to keep 
the team in Glendale. So far, the 
only local offer is a $148 million 
bid by a group headed by Jerry 
Reinsdorf, owner of baseball’s 
Chicago White Sox and the NBA’s 
Chicago Bulls. 

Rejection of the local bid would 
clear the way to sell the team to a 
buyer who would relocate it. 

In other NHL news: 

m™ The NHL is investigating 
Marian Hossa’s 12-year, $62.8 
million contract with the Chicago 
Blackhawks. 

The league confirmed on Fri- 
day that it is looking into the deal, 
but would have no further com- 
ment until the investigation is 
completed. 

The Ottawa Sun first reported 
Thursday night that the league is 
studying whether the contract cir- 
cumvents the salary cap and the 
collective bargaining agreement. 

Hossa’s contract results in a 
$5.23 million cap hit each year 
over the length of the deal, ac- 
cording the report. That’s despite 
a lot of the money being paid 
early in the contract with Hossa 
making $7.9 million annually for 
the first seven years before his 
salary tapers off. 


MLS suspends and fines 
Real Salt Lake coach Kreis 


NEW YORK — Major League 
Soccer suspended Real Salt Lake 
coach Jason Kreis for one game 
and fined him $3,000 for ac- 
tions that led to his ejection from 
a game against FC Dallas last 
Friday. 

Kreis was dismissed from the 
game in the 73rd minute because 
of a verbal confrontation with offi- 
cials. The penalties handed down 
Friday were in addition to the 
one-game suspension and $500 
fine Kreis received automatically 
for the ejection. 

Kreis will miss Real Salt Lake’s 
game at Chicago on Saturday and 
a home game against Seattle 
Sounders FC on Aug. 8.

Risk: Accident sparks call for look at safety

Franchitti, preparing for this weekend’s 
Meijer Indy 300 at Kentucky Speedway, 
said Massa’s injuries reminded him that 
not only is his sport dangerous, but that 
such incidents cannot be predicted. 

“Tt just shows you that these things are 
possible,” Franchitti said. “If you look at 
Massa’s accident, what are the chances of 
that spring bouncing exactly like that and 
following that exact line? It’s so random 
sometimes, these things. They just remind 
you of the dangers of the sport.” 

Massa’s accident sparked a call for rac- 
ing officials to re-examine safety issues. 
Drivers said such efforts cannot account 
for chance. 

“Every sanctioning body in the world, 
they’re constantly trying to make their cars 
and track safer,’ said Franchitti, second 
in the IRL driver standings behind Tar- 
get Chip Ganassi teammate Scott Dixon. 
“(There is] so much safety equipment. The 
drivers are safer, but there are certain 
things you just cannot prepare for.” 

Formula One’s Mark Webber, who fin- 
ished third in the Hungarian GP, called 
Massa’s accident “incredibly freakish.” 
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“This is the job we do, but also we’re very 
relieved, of course, that he’s OK,” Webber 
said. 

Andretti, the 1969 Indy 500 winner and 
1978 Formula One driving champ, said 
when getting behind the wheel a driver 
must accept that there are things that can- 
not be controlled. 

“We look at it as a calculated risk,” he 
said. “We know that many factors of a race 
can change things dramatically, such as 
being caught up in other people’s mistakes, 
or equipment failure. Look at the situation 
with Felipe Massa; certainly it was not his 
fault. Someone else’s mechanical failure 
— and he almost paid for it with his life.” 

Drivers tend to minimize the risks. 

Then along comes tragedy to remind 
them. 

“Sometimes you can become complacent 
because these things haven’t happened ina 
while,” said Franchitti, 36. 

“Then you get something like what hap- 
pened with Henry Surtees, unfortunately 
being killed the week before, and then 
Massa’s accident. ...” 

There is no room for doubt and fear in 
racing. 


Drivers will again strap themselves in 
and go as fast as possible, though Massa’s 
accident did give them pause. 

Still, they have faith that those who set 
up the cars and tracks are doing their best 
to make the sport safe. 

“The sport has come a long way in re- 
ally addressing the safety aspects of it and 
making the tracks and cars so much safer 
than ever,” said Andretti, 69, who drove for 
decades on tracks of all kinds. 

“But no matter how hard you try, no 
matter how much of a safety net you have 
around you, there’s still the possibility of a 
fluke situation that can do you in.” 

As in life, there are no guarantees. 

“You can be walking across the street 
and you can get hit by a car when some- 
one looks down to pick up a phone that 
dropped,” Franchitti said. 

“There’s so much ... things happen.” 

After the Hungarian GP, Webber offered 
a glimpse into the mind of a world-class 
driver. 

“We missed (Massa) on the grid today,” 
he said, “but the show goes on.” 

It’s a show Massa intends to rejoin as 
soon as he recovers.

SAN FRANCISCO — Cliff Lee 
had no-hit stuff. He wasn’t exact- 
ly rooting for a no-no, however. 
Not just yet. 

“T’m kind of glad I didn’t throw 
a no-hitter,” Lee said following a 
fabulous debut for the Philadel- 
phia Phillies. “If I did that the 
first time, I’d have to live up to 
some high expectations.” 

He spotted his fastball with 
precision, and his curveball, too. 
What a way for the AL Cy Young 
Award winner to start his days in 
the National League. 

Lee pitched a four-hitter, car- 
rying a no-hit bid into the sixth 
inning and even adding two hits 
himself, as the Phillies felt an im- 
mediate impact two days after 
acquiring the left-hander from 
Cleveland, beating the San Fran- 
cisco Giants 5-1 on Friday night. 

“That was a good one, huh?” 
Phillies reliever Tyler Walker 
said, chuckling at Lee’s domi- 
nance. “Good trade.” 

Jayson Werth homered to put 
Philadelphia ahead early and 
added a two-run single in the 
seventh, and Raul Ibanez drew a

bases-loaded walk in the seventh 
for an insurance run. 

Lee did the rest. He dazzled 
from the start for the World Se- 
ries champions, tossing his 11th 
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career complete game, fourth 
this season and third in four 
starts. Lee’s line: one run, six 
strikeouts, two walks, 109 pitches 
and 78 strikes. He finished in 2 
hours, 39 minutes, got a hug from 
catcher Paul Bako and _ tucked 
the game ball in his back pocket 
as a keepsake. 

“Pitched pretty good, didn’t 
he? Very good,” Phillies manager 
Charlie Manuel said. “In his first 
time out with us he gives us nine 
innings and that’s real good.” 

Lee didn’t allow a hit until Juan 
Uribe doubled to the deep corner 
in right with one out in the sixth. 
Lee’s defense also was spot on, 
as he hustled forward on Edgar 
Renteria’s eighth-inning sacrifice 
bunt and quickly fired to first. 

Lee doubled in the eighth for 
his first career extra-base hit. 
That gave him his first multihit 
game — and doubled his previous 
career hit total. 

“T got the first hit and I was 
pretty pumped about that, but 
you get a double off the wall in the 
opposite-field gap, I totally never 
expected that,” Lee said. 

Fittingly, it was Ben Francisco, 
who also came to the Phillies 
from the Indians on Wednesday, 
whose Sacrifice fly scored Lee for 
his first career run. 

Lee faced only two three-ball 
counts until the seventh on a cool 
night at the Giants’ waterfront 
ballpark, where an eerie mist 
hovered over the field for much of 
the game. He had thrown only 13 
balls among his first 54 pitches. 

Lee, who had a 3.14 ERA but 


only a 7-9 record in 22 starts for 
the hitting-poor Indians, won his 
fourth straight start dating to a 
loss at Detroit on July 10. 

He struck out Randy Winn 
looking on a 93 mph fastball on 
his third pitch of the game and 
was through that inning on all of 
nine pitches. 

“T felt comfortable. It’s a loose 
clubhouse, everybody’s nice. It 
was an easy transition for me,” 
Lee said. “When I get on the field, 
I can just throw to the mitt and 
everything else is kind of irrel- 
evant. I wasn’t ever nervous or 
anything. I felt good about getting 
that first inning out of the way, 
getting that first guy out and put- 
ting up a zero.” 

Ryan Garko, Lee’s teammate 
with Cleveland until he was dealt 
to the Giants on Monday, drew a 
12-pitch walk in the second for 
San Francisco’s first baserunner. 
Garko offered some insight on 
Lee to his new teammates during 
a hitter’s meeting Thursday, tell- 
ing them that Lee has been pretty 
much unbeatable of late. 

After Garko’s walk, Lee got 
Aaron Rowand to ground into an 
inning-ending double play. That 
was the first of 11 straight batters 
retired before Uribe’s hit. 

“This guy won a Cy Young last 
year,’ San Francisco skipper 
Bruce Bochy said. “He was on top 
of his game, and when he is you 
have your work cut out for you.” 

The way Lee was going in San 
Francisco’s pitcher-friendly ball- 
park, it was clear this could be a 
special outing.

Holliday carries load for Cards as Pujols slumps

ST. LOUIS — Thanks to Matt 
Holliday, the St. Louis Cardinals 
are surviving quite nicely during 
Albert Pujols’ post-All-Star break 
slump. 

Holliday had four hits for the 
second time in his eight games 
with St. Louis, one of which foiled 
an intentional walk to Pujols, and 
also scored the go-ahead run on 
Rick Ankiel’s eighth-inning single 
in a 4-3 victory over the Houston 
Astros on Friday night. 

“T’ve had some times in my ca- 
reer where I’ve had a bunch of 
hits,” Holliday said. “You try to 
just keep thinking about the next 
day. Come prepared, get ready 
and hit a couple of balls hard. 
Adding days up.” 

Pinch-hitter Matt Kata’s RBI 
single put Houston ahead in the 
top of the eighth, before the Car- 
dinals rallied for two runs in the 
bottom half. 

Holliday’s RBI double off Al- 
berto Arias (2-1) tied it. He ad- 
vanced to third on a wild pitch 
and Ryan Ludwick was intention- 
ally walked before Ankiel’s oppo- 
site-field hit helped the Cardinals 
win for the fourth time in five 
games. 

Pujols carried the offense the 


first half of the season. But he’s 
a quiet 12-for-53 (.226) with only 
three RBIs in 14 games since hit- 
ting two homers in the first game 
after the break. He was 0-for-2 
Friday, scoring the tying run in 
the eighth after getting hit by a 
pitch. 

Trever Miller (3-0) got Michael 
Bourn on a called third strike 
with two on to end the eighth, and 
Ryan Franklin worked around a 
leadoff single by Kaz Matsui in 
the ninth for his 24th save. 

Holliday was 4-for-4 and had an 
RBI single in the fourth, duplicat- 
ing his four-hit game in Philadel- 
phia a week ago in his St. Louis 
debut. He is batting .586 (17-for- 
29) with a homer and eight RBIs 
since joining the Cardinals in a 
trade from Oakland. He is the 
first Cardinal to hit in his first 
eight games with the team since 
Roger Maris in 1967, and he is the 
first Cardinal since 1954 to reach 
base safely two or more times in 
his first eight games. 

“You want to have an oppor- 
tunity to affect the game and try 
to have good at-bats. That’s the 
goal,” he said. “Hopefully every 
at-bat I have is a competitive one 
where I’m totally focused and 
have a game plan and stick to it.” 

Holliday is a .439 career hitter 


at 4-year-old Busch Stadium with 
six homers and 12 RBIs. 

“We threw a couple of good 
pitches and he was able to hit 
them for a couple of base hits,” 
Astros catcher Ivan Rodriguez 
said. “When you go through a 
streak like that, it’s tough to get a 
guy out.” 

The Astros got three straight 
singles off Brad Thompson with 
two outs in the eighth, and Kata’s 
third pinch-hit in his past seven 
at-bats put them ahead 3-2. 

Mark DeRosa’s 20th homer, 
and seventh in 11 games, tied it 
2-2 against Brian Moehler in the 
seventh. The Cardinals missed 
a chance to take the lead when 
Bourn, the center fielder, threw 
out Jason LaRue trying to score 
from second on Skip Schumaker’s 
two-out hit off Wesley Wright.

Red Sox land slugger; Peavy goes to White Sox 


After weeks of speculation, Toronto ace Halladay remains with fourth-place Jays

Victor Martinez got traded into 
a pennant race and Jake Peavy 
said yes to the team he turned 
down two months ago. 

Roy Halladay, however, stayed 
in Toronto. 

Highlighting a flurry of deals 
finished just before Friday’s 
deadline, Martinez was shipped 
from the rebuilding Cleveland 
Indians to a contender in Bos- 
ton, while Peavy went from the 
San Diego Padres to the Chicago 
White Sox. 

“Everybody knows I play to 
win,” said Martinez, a three-time 
All-Star who gives the Red Sox 
the big bat they were seeking. “I 
want a World Series ring.” 

Scott Rolen, Jarrod Washburn, 
Orlando Cabrera and Nick John- 
son were other notable players on 
the move as teams stocked up for 
the stretch drive during a busy 
day that featured 11 trades. 

Halladay remained with the 
fourth-place Blue Jays. After 
fielding offers for its ace, Toronto 
decided to retain the 2003 AL Cy 
Young Award winner — at least 
for now. 

“We never really came close 
at all,” general manager J.P. Ric- 
ciardi said. “We listened and we 
were never moved by a club that 
made us jump up and say, ‘Wow 
this is something that will make 
us better in the future.’” 

The biggest surprise of the day 
was probably Peavy. Sidelined 
with an injured ankle, he finally 
agreed to join the White Sox, who 
landed him with their second 
pitch of the season. 

In May, the Padres and White 
Sox reached a deal for Peavy, but 
the 2007 NL Cy Young Award 
winner turned it down. 

“He never said no, he just said, 
‘Not yet,’” Chicago general man- 
ager Kenny Williams said. 

This time, Peavy agreed to 
waive his no-trade clause. 

“A lot has changed since the 
first time this came around,” 
Peavy explained. “In May, we 
had just won five or six games ina 
row and had creeped above .500, 
and Chicago wasn’t really in the 
shape that they’re in now.” 

Locked in a crowded chase for 
the AL Central title, the White 
Sox sent four young pitchers to 
the Padres: Clayton Richard, 
Aaron Poreda, Dexter Carter and 
Adam Russell. The teams barely 
beat the 4 p.m. EDT cutoff to 
make deals without waivers. 
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“It came together very quickly, 
probably in the last 30-20 sec- 
onds,” Williams said. “We were 
really concerned that it wasn’t 
going to happen.” 

Peavy, 28, had spent his entire 
career with the Padres. He is 6- 
6 with a 3.97 ERA in 13 starts 
this season but has been on the 
disabled list since June 13 with a 
strained tendon in his right ankle. 
Williams said the White Sox don’t 
expect Peavy to pitch until late 
August. 

“I’m sure Ill shed a few tears 
with the boys in the locker room 
because this is all I’ve known 
since I was a 17-year-old kid. It’s 
been a lot of mixed emotions so 
far,” Peavy said. “You’re excited 
to play for a team where you know 
you’re wanted.” 

The Red Sox wanted Martinez 
all along. 

Looking to boost the offense, 
they acquired the All-Star slug- 
ger for right-hander Justin Mas- 
terson and minor league pitchers 
Nick Hagadone and Bryan Price. 

It was the Indians’ second 
major trade in 72 hours. They 
dealt reigning Cy Young winner 
Cliff Lee to the Philadelphia Phil- 
lies on Wednesday. 
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Martinez, 30, has split time be- 
tween catcher and first base this 
season. The switch-hitter is bat- 
ting .284 with 15 home runs and 
67 RBIs. 

Boston also sent recently ac- 
quired Adam LaRoche and about 
$1.5 million to the Atlanta Braves 
for Casey Kotchman in a swap of 
left-handed hitting first basemen. 

Martinez, who had spent his 
whole career with Cleveland, 
fought back tears after being told 
by general manager Mark Shap- 
iro that he’d been traded. He sat 
in front of his locker, hugging 4- 
year-old son Victor Jr. Earlier in 
the day, the youngster asked his 
dad, “Are we still an Indian?” 

“Tt’s tough,’ Martinez said, 
his voice choked with emotion. 
“It’s tough when you know you’re 
leaving your house and leaving 
the organization that gave you a 
chance to play in the big leagues. 
This organization made me a bet- 
ter ballplayer and a better person. 
It’s tough, but life continues and I 
have to keep moving on.” 

Rolen, a five-time All-Star, 
was dealt from Toronto to the 
Cincinnati Reds for a package 
of three players that included 
fellow third baseman Edwin 
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Encarnacion. The Blue Jays in- 
cluded cash to cover part of Ro- 
len’s salary. He has one year left 
on the eight-year, $90 million 
deal he signed with the St. Louis 
Cardinals 

Detroit acquired Washburn 
from the Seattle Mariners for 
left-hander Luke French and 
minor leaguer Mauricio Robles, 
giving the Tigers an experienced 
lefty as they try to maintain their 
slim AL Central lead. 

Washburn, third in the AL with 
a 2.64 ERA, joins All-Stars Justin 
Verlander and Edwin Jackson in 
Detroit’s rotation. 

“When you can throw them 
back to back to back, that’s pretty 
good,” Tigers manager Jim Ley- 
land said. 

The Minnesota Twins made 
a move to upgrade at shortstop, 
acquiring Cabrera and cash from 
the Oakland Athletics for minor 
league infielder Tyler Ladendorf. 

Johnson went from the last- 
place Washington Nationals to 
the cost-conscious Marlins, a 
surprise contender in the NL 
wild-card race. Florida acquired 
the first baseman and cash for 
a pitching prospect, left-hander 
Aaron Thompson. 
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The Boston Red Sox 

sought to increase their 
offensive output by acquiring 
All-Star Victor Martinez, left, 
from the Cleveland Indians on 
Friday for pitcher Justin Master- 
son and two minor league 
pitchers. The switch-hitting 
Martinez, 30, who has caught 
and played first base this sea- 
son, is batting .284 with 15 
homers and 67 RBIs.

CHICAGO — Carlos Quentin homered and 
hit the go-ahead RBI double as the Chicago 
White Sox made it back-to-back victories over 
the American League-leading New York Yan- 
kees with a 10-5 victory on Friday. 

Chicago broke a 5-5 tie in the fifth on Quen- 
tin’s RBI double. 

The White Sox added four runs with two 
outs in the seventh as Chris Getz hit a two-run 
bases-loaded single, Jayson Nix stole home on 
a double steal after Getz broke from first, and 
Scott Podsednik added an RBI single. 

Pitcher Tony Pena got his first victory for 
the White Sox with two innings of scoreless 
relief. 

Angels 11, Twins 5 (11): At Minneapolis, 
Howie Kendrick’s pinch-hit RBI single trig- 
gered a six-run 11th inning as Los Angeles 
recorded its major league-leading 34th come- 
back victory. 

The Angels had six hits and two walks in 
the 11th before any of three Minnesota reliev- 
ers could record an out. 

After a four-pitch walk to open the 11th, 
and then a hit-and-run single, Kendrick hit a 
ground ball to shortstop Brendan Harris, who 
stumbled attempting to throw home, allowing 
the go-ahead run. 

Rangers 5, Mariners 4: At Arlington, 
Texas, Marlon Byrd’s three-run homer in 
the fifth inning broke a tie as Texas clipped 
Seattle. 

Seattle took a 2-0 lead in the first, but Tay- 
lor Teagarden’s sacrifice fly in the second and 
solo homer in the fifth tied it. 

Texas then got a pair of two-out singles be- 
fore Byrd ripped the first pitch from Jason 
Vargas. 

Heavy rain began falling in the bottom 
of the seventh, and the game was delayed 2 
hours, 18 minutes. The Rangers have won 10 
of 12 to move six games ahead of the Mariners 
in the AL West. 

Red Sox 6, Orioles 5: At Baltimore, Kevin 
Youkilis put Boston ahead with a two-run 
homer in the seventh inning as the Red Sox 
edged Baltimore. 

David Ortiz and Jacoby Ellsbury also con- 
nected. Ortiz has two home runs in two games 
since it was disclosed that he was on the list 
of more than 100 major-leaguers who tested 
positive for performance-enhancing drugs in 
2003. 

Youkilis’ homer put Boston ahead, going 
long after Ellsbury singled. Ellsbury and 
Youkilis each had three hits. 

Rays 8, Royals 2: At St. Petersburg, Fla, 
pitcher David Price allowed just one run over 
seven innings to lead Tampa Bay past Kansas 
City. 

Carlos Pena hit a three-run homer in the 
first for the Rays, his 26th of the season but 
just the third in July. 

Indians 6, Tigers 5 (13): At Cleveland, 
Jamey Carroll’s RBI single in the 13th gave 
Cleveland an emotional victory over Detroit. 
Before the game, popular All-Star catcher 
Victor Martinez was traded to Boston. 

Carroll sliced his single just inside the first- 
base bag to score Jhonny Peralta, who opened 
the 13th with a double. 

Athletics 8, Blue Jays 5: At Oakland, 
Calif., Ryan Sweeney drove in three runs to 
help Oakland beat Toronto. 

Pitcher Dallas Braden won for the first 
time in four starts, giving up five runs in 67/3 
innings.

Phelps rules 100 butterfly 


American rallies for gold, world record, becomes first to break 50 seconds in event

ROME — Michael Phelps beat Milorad 
Cavic again. No doubt about it. 

With a defiant performance in a suppos- 
edly inferior suit, Phelps stayed close over 
the outward lap and rallied on the return 
to become the first swimmer to break 50 
seconds in the 100-meter butterfly, beat- 
ing the Serb with a time of 49.82. 

Cavic also broke 50 seconds, but 49.95 
got him only silver — and plenty of words 
to eat. 

He wasn’t nearly as close as last year’s 
Beijing Olympics, in which Phelps fa- 
mously won by one-hundredth of a second 
and Cavic always maintained that he had 
touched first. 

“That satisfied me a little bit,” Phelps 
said. “I set it up perfectly.” 

When Phelps saw his time at the Foro 
Italico, he hopped up on the lane rope sep- 
arating him and Cavic, threw up his arms 
and let out a scream toward his mom and 
sister in the stands. 

Showing as much emotion as he ever 
has, Phelps also slapped the water and 
tugged at his Speedo LZR Racer swimsuit 
— no doubt in reference to Cavic offering 
to get Phelps one of those supposedly fast- 
er polyurethane suits so he wouldn’t have 
any excuses. 

No need. Phelps did just fine with his 
own attire. 

“Tt doesn’t matter what suit you wear,” 
Phelps said. “It matters how you train.” 

The two rivals finally shook hands, but 
that was about it. Nothing more needed to 
be said. 

“He congratulated me and kind of 
smiled a bit, but I have a feeling that our 
battle is going to go back and forth for a 
while,” Phelps said. 

Cavic did say one thing to Phelps: 
“You’re the man.” 

“He just looked at me and smiled,” 
Cavic said. “He knows it.” 

In one of the most memorable events of 
the Beijing Olympics, Phelps pulled out 
an improbable victory on his final half- 
stroke to beat Cavic by the narrowest pos- 
sible margin. Without that victory, Phelps 
would not have broken Mark Spitz’s record 
with eight gold medals in an Olympics. 

Cavic has stewed over the loss, believ- 
ing he touched first but didn’t put as much 
pressure on the touchpad as Phelps, who 
ad-libbed an extra lunge and crashed 
into the wall much harder. Even though 
all electronic and photographic evidence 
shows Phelps won, Cavic repeated his 
claims when he got to Rome. 

He also tried to get into Phelps’ head, 
saying it was the American’s own fault for 
sticking with a Speedo suit that isn’t as 
fast as polyurethane models such as the 
Arena X-Glide, which Cavic wears.

The Serb offered to get Phelps an X- 
Glide “within the hour,” or buy him an- 
other of the rubberized suits out of his 
own pocket. Cavic said he would really 
prefer to race Phelps wearing nothing but 
briefs, so everyone would know who the 
best swimmer is without help from the 
suits. 

Phelps said he would do his talking in 
the pool. 

“He loves the big races, loves the en- 
ergy,” said his coach, Bob Bowman. “He 
sort of thrives on that, while some other 
swimmers don’t.” 

Phelps set his second world record in 
the fastest meet in history and got back the 
mark Cavic snatched away a night earlier 
with a time of 51.01 in the semifinals. 

Phelps also won his fourth gold medal 
of the championships, to go with the sil- 
ver he grudgingly accepted after losing to 
Germany’s Paul Biedermann in the 200 
free. 

Phelps has one event left — the 400 
medley relay Sunday night, assuming 
the United States doesn’t mess up in the 


morning prelims. The Americans will be 
a heavy favorite in that one, as always. 

Three other world records were set 
Saturday, bringing the total to 39 with 
one day left in the final meet for high-tech 
bodysuits. 

Kirsty Coventry of Zimbabwe took down 
her mark in the 200 backstroke, winning 
in 2 minutes, 4.81 seconds. Russia’s An- 
astasia Zueva also went under Coventry’s 
old mark of 2:05.24, but 2:04.94 was good 
enough for only the silver. American Eliz- 
abeth Beisel claimed bronze. 

China claimed the record in the wom- 
en’s 400-meter medley relay. Li Zhesi fin- 
ished it in 3:52.19 to beat the mark set by 
Australia (3:52.69) in the Beijing Olym- 
pics. The Aussies also went under the old 
mark, settling for silver in 3:52.58. Ger- 
many took the bronze. 

The winning team included Zhao Jing, 
Chen Huijia and Jiao Liuyang. 

In a semifinal heat of a non-Olympic 
event, Britain’s Liam Tancock set a world 
record of 24.08 in the 50 backstroke, 
eclipsing the mark of 24.33 held by Amer- 
ican Randall Bal. Junya Koga of Japan 
also went under the previous record time 
to win the second heat in 24.29. The final 
is Sunday night. 

Cesar Cielo of Brazil completed a 
sweep of the freestyle sprints with the 50- 
meter title. Cielo added to his title in the 
100 with a one-lap time of 21.08 to hold 
off world-record holder Fred Bousquet 
(21.21) and fellow Frenchman Amaury 
Leveaux (21.25). 

Managing to win world titles without 
world records: Australia’s Marieke Gueh- 
rer in the women’s 50 fly and Lotte Friis 
of Denmark in the women’s 800 freestyle. 
Olympic champion and 800 world-re- 
cord holder Rebecca Adlington finished 
fourth. 

After switching suits, going from Spee- 
do to Jaked, American Dara Torres, 42, 
barely managed to qualify for the final 
of the 50 free. She was eighth-fastest in 
the semifinals, claiming the final spot in 
Sunday’s race but not giving herself much 
chance to duplicate her silver-medal 
showing at Beijing, where she lost to Ger- 
many’s Britta Steffen by one-hundredth 
of a second. 

The day didn’t start well for Phelps. 

At the warmup pool, he collided with 
Australian teenager Cate Campbell and 
broke his goggles. “We were all a little 
freaked out,” Phelps said. 

“T was kind of blurry in my left eye a lit- 
tle bit. But it ended up going away. I tried 
to really just get that out of my head.” 

Bowman asked if he wanted to drop out. 
No way. 

“I was very, very strong toward the 
end,” Cavic said. 

“But Michael Phelps is Michael Phelps 
and he does what he does — and he did.”

Risk in the rearview mirror 


Massa’s injury reverberates among racing peers

ario Franchitti was thou- 
sands of miles away when a 
freak accident nearly killed 
Felipe Massa. 

The distance didn’t lessen the im- 
pact on Franchitti and other race car 
drivers. 

Massa, 28, driving a Ferrari, was 
qualifying July 25 for the Hungarian 
Grand Prix when a spring came off an- 
other car and bounced into the left side 
of his helmet, causing him to lose con- 
trol and crash into a tire barrier at 120 
mph.

— sitting helpless in his race car, the 
side of his helmet destroyed, blood run- 
ning around his closed left eye, his right 
eye open wide in disbelief — haunts 
Franchitti. 

“It was a pretty horrible accident,” 
the IndyCar series driver said. 


Broken bodies and broken lives are a 
constant specter in racing, yet jarring 
images of twisted metal, flames and 
frenzied emergency workers always 
bring the danger back to the forefront. 

Massa underwent emergency sur- 
gery for multiple skull fractures and 


was planning to return home to Brazil 
on Monday. 

His was the second accident in six 
days in which track debris struck a 
driver on the helmet. F2 driver Henry 
Surtees, the son of former F1 champi- 
on John Surtees, was killed at Brands 
Hatch, England, on July 19 when he was 
struck by a tire off another car, lost con- 
sciousness and drove into a barrier. 

“We are aware of the danger, but if 
you're going to race you have to be will- 
ing to accept the potential consequenc- 
es,” open-wheel racing luminary Mario 
Andretti said. “All you can do is hope 
that it’s not going to happen to you, or at 
least feel that you can control it.”
